For example, 
it’s a very good idea to alert the auc- 
tioneer that you're going to sit in such- 
and-such a place and that you're bid- 
ding on lot so-and-so. 

Q: Even though auctions have come 
out into the open, don't they still have 
a romantic lure? 

A: Auctions always capture the thrill of 
the chase, which is why you can have 
so much fun with them. When I was at 
the Met, for example, I never bid at an 
auction myself, but would send a Lon- 
don solicitor who would sit in the back 
with his bowler on his lap and just raise 
his umbrella to bid. It used to scare all 
the dealers half to death—they didn’t 
recognize him and were terrified that 
he’d come from Saudi Arabia to buy 
out the place. 

Q: How would you sum up the state of 
auctions today? 

A: They’ve gone through a phenome- 
nal change. People in the business de- 
cided to take them out of the darkness 
and really market them and make the 
experience the “joy of auctions’ —with 
great parties and catalogs. It’s a boom 
industry now. No wonder. Auctions 
have a sense of theater all their own:

scant 16 years ago, only about a 
A thousand trails for cross-country 
skiing existed in the United 
States and few Americans had even 
heard of this ancient Scandinavian 
mode of travel. Today, many thousands 
of miles have been made available for 
this sport in hundreds of cross-country 
skiing centers from New England to 
California. National forests, hiking and 
horseback riding trails, even city parks, 
golf courses and backyards are accom- 
modating themselves to this versatile 
activity. Partly because it is so accessi- 
ble, cross-country skiing now vies with 
tennis as this country’s fastest-growing 
sport, and experts claim it could one 
day overtake downhill skiing as our 
most popular winter activity. 
Cross-country skiing, for starters, is 
safe and easy to learn; moreover, it is 
great physical exercise while it delivers 
great personal satisfaction. It is also in- 
expensive. Though often compared to 
walking because of the natural diag- 
onal stride both actions share—the left 
leg with the right arm, the right leg 
with the left arm—enthusiasts claim 
that cross-country is much more fun 
| than mere walking because of the free 
glide you get between the steps. The 
technique is based on a series of kick- 
glide movements, which occur as the 
body’s weight is shifted from ski to ski 
with the help of two poles. The idea is 
to subtly refine one’s technique so that

shifting movements form a succession 
of graceful, flowing actions propelling 
the skier smoothly forward. 

As in any sport, balance and coordi- 
nation improve with time and practice, 
yet many skiers enjoy modest success 
even in their beginning attempts. You 
set your pace as you go—which means 
that if you're in good physical shape to 
begin with you can afford to be as vig- 
orous as you want. If, however, you’re 
just beginning a fitness program, you 
can keep your speed at a minimum to 
avoid needless exertion. That’s why in 
countries like Sweden, where cross- 
country skiing approaches a national 
mania, it isn’t in the least uncommon 
to see 60-, 70- and 80-year-olds on skis 
with their grandchildren in tow. 

In planning your own cross-country 
ski program, consider these tips on 
clothing and equipment: 

@ Rent your cross-country gear the 
first few times you try it to find out 
what equipment suits you best. 

@ Skis, bindings, poles and boots will 
constitute your main cash outlay but all

these items can still be obtained for 
just over $100 if you buy them off sea- 
son (right after Christmas and in Au- 
gust, you can save up to 40 percent). 
@ Cross-country specialists agree that 
wooden skis are on their way out. Fi- 
berglass and synthetic compounds are 
strong, fast and water resilient. 
@ Always wear layered clothing. This 
will allow you to regulate the body’s 
temperature and perspiration rate by 
adding or subtracting a layer. Choose 
loose, nonbinding, natural fabrics. 
Long underwear is always a good idea 
along with cotton turtlenecks, wool 
sweaters and vests. And since more 
heat is dissipated from the head than 
from any other single area of the body, 
always wear a wool hat that covers 
your ears and the back of your neck. 
Keep fingers warm with mittens. Mit- 
tens with a wool liner and a nylon

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shell give extra warmth. 

@ Skis and equipment are divided into 
four categories: light touring, touring, 
back-country and racing. Light touring 
skis are a wide, versatile ski to use on or 
off properly prepared trails. Both be- 
ginning and expert recreational skiers 
find them a good choice. 

@ Wax skis are traditional to the cross- 
country form. Generally speaking, wax 
skis turn better and climb with greater 
efficiency than their no-wax counter- 
parts. But they also demand a some- 
what more dynamic technique and 
they need time for polishing. No-wax 
skis have special bases that prevent 
backsliding but you'll end up sacrific- 
ing speed for convenience. No-wax skis 
now make up 70 to 75 percent of all 
skis sold in America, and since it seems 
pertinent, remember that Bill Kock 
won his Silver Medal in the 1976 
Olympics on no-wax skis....so they 
can’t be that slow! 

@ Poles give lateral support and help 
propel the body forward. The better 
varieties are metal and fiberglass. 
Make sure the tips are curved forward 
so they'll pull out of the snow as you 
ski. A pole’s proper length is measured 
from the floor to just below the upper 
arm. 

® Boots and their bindings are the 
most important parts of your gear. 
Make sure that your boot is comfort- 
ably snug around the ball of your foot, 
that the heel of the foot does not lift 
excessively from the heel portion of 
the boot, and that there is sufficient 
space in the toe box for all your toes to 
wiggle. There must be no tight spots

| anywhere in the shoe that might re- 
strict your circulation later. 
@ When you get to choosing socks, 
your best choice is a pair of thin nylon 
socks with a well-fitting out- 
er woolen sock.

@ And how do you choose 
your size ski? Raise your arm 
over your head. The ski 
should at least be long 
enough to reach your wrist 
from the floor. 

To be sure, cross-country 
skiing is a low-risk sport, that 
is, the slow-paced, recre- 
ational style we’re describ- 
ing.

® Know your limitations. As a begin- 
ner you are spending double your en- 
ergy just learning to keep your balance 
and coordinate your movements. 

@ Protect yourself from sun- 
burn. Vulnerable areas in- 
clude the ears, nose and 
even the mouth. Buy good 
sunglasses to avoid squint 
lines from the glare. If you 
still find yourself squinting, 
put masking tape on each 
lens leaving a small slit in the 
center through which to see. 
@ Guard against frostnip and 
frostbite. If your fingers be- 
gin to feel uncomfortably 
cold, pick up your skiing 
pace or vigorously swing 
your arms in full revolutions. 
If your toes begin to freeze, 
loosen your boot laces or

ing will serve you well. A regular walk- 
ing or hiking program will put your 
heart, lungs and legs in better condi- 
tion for cross-country. But upper body 
conditioning will benefit you, too. U.S. 
Ski Association Director Lee Todd says, 
“Your legs are most probably strong 
enough. It’s the upper body that will 
feel the effect of the exertion.” If you 
have a calisthenics program, try adding 
two- or five-pound weights to wrists. 

® Begin your cross-country run with an 
experienced friend or instructor and 
follow in his or her tracks. Packed snow 
is easier for you to negotiate.

@ Keep the pace slow until you are suf- 
ficiently warmed up. (A warm-up drill 
before skiing avoids stiff muscles.) 
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Should frostbite occur, don’t rub the 
area. Treat it like a bad burn; see a 
doctor immediately. 
@ Avoid skiing alone in remote and un- 
patrolled places. Skiing in threes is the 
rule in cross-country. If one has an acci- 
dent, one can attend while the third 
goes for help. Crossed skis placed up- 
right in the snow is the universal signal 
for distress. 
@ If your cross-country ski trip is to be 
an extended one, always notify a reli- 
able person as to your destination, 
route and expected time of return.

The value is determined by many 
things. Is the hardware original? 
Look for holes or color variations that 
might suggest other hardware, 
though the brass on the drawers ap- 
pears to be of the proper style. Exam- 
ine the drawers and legs to determine whether they have 
een rebuilt. Look for new wood, modern screws and poor 
finishing. There probably was a third finial at the top that 
atched the other two. It should be insured because if

An eagle or acorn finial usually 
topped the clock. 

The banjo style was popular through the 1850s and widely 
reproduced in the early 1900s by important American clock 
makers such as Aaron Willard, Curtis and Dunning of Massa- 
chusetts and the New Haven Clock Company, E. Ingraham 
Company, Seth Thomas, Sessions Clock Company and Wil- 
liam Gilbert Clock Company of Connecticut.

Although the Historic San- 
ta Fe Styles Committee 
does not concern itself 
with interiors, it was archi- 
tect Peters’s decision to 
carry out the Pueblo style 
throughout the house.

derground house is a lot like any 
other spacious, three-bedroom mod- 
ern house. The only thing missing: 
heating bills. Since the 16 inches of 
loam on the roof, an underground 
north wall and partially earth-shel- 
tered east wall insulate it so secure- 
ly, it seldom requires more heat than 
that provided by its south-facing 
greenhouse. The earth has the spe- 
cial quality of “lagging” a season be- 
hind—it retains summer’s heat into 
the winter, and winter’s coolness 
into the summer, helping to keep the 
house a comfortable, even 70 degrees 
all year. Every living area is blessed 
with sunlight, thanks to skylights 
and a clever layout that positions the 
house’s storage and utility rooms by 
the totally underground north wall. 
Why did the owners decide to go 
underground? “We were living in a 
rambling 1800s farmhouse across the 
road, and we wanted a house that 
was easy to maintain and energy ef- 
ficient. This property included a 
sunny slope by the stream. It was so 
protected from the north wind, 
which in New England means bad 
weather, that it seemed natural to 
back a house into the hill.” The 
owners then got in touch with archi- 
tect Don Metz, and visited several of 
the underground houses he had de- 
signed.

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erched in the midst of glori- 

ous Vermont mountains, this 
architecturally dramatic house is 
complex by design—but exceedingly 
simple to live in, which is one of the 
paradoxes of solar architecture. 
Building a passive house means a lot 
of advance brainpower—you really 
have to know the site, figure out the 
effects of wind, sun and temperature 
extremes; but once you do, you'll 
have a house that practically takes 
care of itself. Case in point: this va- 
cation house. Since the house is su- 
per insulated (the electrical back-up 
system is rarely used), the owners 
never have to worry about freezing 
pipes—and they don’t have to waste 
energy heating the house when 
they’re away. When they are in resi- 
dence, all they have to do to keep 
the house warm is pull down the 
insulated shades on the windows at 
night. Six floor-to-ceiling water 
tubes in the living room catch the 
sun’s heat during the day—and rera- 
diate it at night. The use of water 
tubes for storage was a perfect sys- 
tem for this family of five because 
“we ruled out a greenhouse—we 
wouldn’t be there to grow plants— 
and we didn’t want our view 


blocked with cement-mass walls.” 
The water tubes let in light and pre- 
serve the open, airy feeling of the 
interior. “We've gotten to love them. 
They really sparkle when the sun 
hits them.” The owners also wanted 
a conventional interior—three bed- 
rooms, a den, Oriental rugs and car- 
peting upstairs. ‘“You can’t store a 
whole lot of energy in a carpet,” says 
the architect, Ted Montgomery. But 
with clever planning, he more than 
made up for the fact that the floor is 
not a collector. Upstairs, he fit the 
master-bedroom windows with 
phase-change cells—black, sun-ab- 
sorbing cans filled with eutectic, or 
low-melting-point, salts. These liq- 
uify at 81 degrees and store a great 
deal of energy; when the sun sets, 
they begin to solidify, releasing heat 
into the room. Advantages of a 
phase-change system: Phase- 
change cells and water tubes can 
work in conventionally designed 
rooms with windows—no green- 
house or cement-mass walls needed. 
Disadvantages: Unless well incor- 
porated into the design, they can be 
intrusive in the decorating scheme. 
Phase-change cells with eutectic 
salts are currently expensive.@ 
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hat creates architectural dra- 

ma in this house—lots of 
skylights, a huge fireplace and a two- 
story brick wall—is also its heating 
system. During the day, sun floods 
in, warming the brick wall; at night, 
insulated panels are slid down over 
the skylights and the heat stored in 
the bricks warms the rooms. The sys- 
tem has proved so effective that the 
owners rarely use its electrical back- 
up. In summer, the panels keep out 
the hot afternoon sun and 31 win- 
dows catch the breeze. “In 
ways, the house has more collecting 
area than it needs,” says one of its 
architects, Glenda Fravel Utsey of 
Utsey/Fravel Utsey Architects. ‘’The 
owners wanted an abundance of sky- 
lights as much for the view as the 
solar heat.’”’ Indeed, the house, locat- 
ed on a working vineyard, has a not- 
to-be-missed view from the moun- 
tains right to Oregon’s coast. 
Advantages of a direct-gain house: 
With its reliance on skylights, this is 
one of the simplest solar houses to 
design—and one of the most pleasant 
to live in. Disadvantages: The abun- 
dance of direct sunlight

“sensuous” it is when what you really 
want to say is that it slips down the 
throat very nicely.

SOUNDS FAMILAR? 
IT’S THE NEW WINETALK 


It may seem that fanciful winetalk 
should be permanently retired to wher- 
ever old clichés go; and other terms do 
seem unnecessarily obscure. But some- 
times such comparisons and associations 
really aren’t so farfetched. Saying a deli- 
cious young Mosel reminds you of “‘bit- 
ing into a tart, juicy apple” characterizes 
the wine better than merely stating it 
“has a high level of malic acid.” A young 
California Cabernet Sauvignon might be 
described as high in tannin, alcohol and 
extract, but be better characterized as 
“powerful and swashbuckling.” A truly 
outstanding wine—and expensive old 
rarities are not the only such wines— 
makes a unique, individual impression, 
and the free-wheeling, metaphorical, po- 
etic kind of winetalk allows you to talk 
about those personal impressions. 

The two approaches are complemen- 
tary. Wine description without imagina- 
tion is apt to be flat and frankly no fun; 
but far-out similes that aren’t pegged to 
some concrete aspect of the wine you're 
talking about sound just plain silly. 


asic Winetalk 


All winetalk refers to the dimen- 
sions and variations of appearance, 
smell, taste or the general quality of 
wine. As far as the appearance of a wine 
goes, the most important aspect is color. 
Since virtually everyone already has an 
elaborate color vocabulary and under- 
stands what “‘brick-red” or “straw-yel- 
low” means, color is the easiest aspect of

wine to describe. Degree of clarity is also 
self explanatory and varies from bril- 
liantly clear to opaque. 

The odor or smell of a wine is—or 
should be—one of its most attractive 
features. Like the odor of anything else, 
a wine’s odor may be faint or strong, 
simple or complex. All wine odors come 
from one of two sources—the grapes the 
wine is made from (the aroma) or the 
processes or fermentation and aging (the 
bouquet). 

The taste of a wine has a number of 
dimensions. Tastes, like odors, vary from 
weak to intense and simple to complex. 
Specific taste dimensions—the level of 
acidity, the presence or absence of tan- 
nin, the presence or absence of sugar and 
the degree of alcohol—are perceived in 
the mouth in various ways. The flavors 
found in wine tastes are actually partly 
composed of odors and these, like aro- 
mas, come from the specific variety of 
grapes. To pinpoint a particular nuance 
of smell or taste, try to associate that 
elusive characteristic with other smells 
or tastes you're familiar with: Fruits, 
flowers and herbs are common sources 
of wine metaphors. For example, a wine 
may have the “berry” flavors like those 
made from Zinfandel grapes or the 
“spicy” flavors like those from Gewurz- 
traminer grapes. 

Of course, after you’ve described the 
appearance, odor and taste of a wine, 
you may want to sum it up in a word or 
phrase. Terms like “‘delightful’’ or 
“dreadful” have no specific wine mean- 
ing, but are perfectly understandable 
when used by a person who finds a wine 
delightful or dreadful. 


ome Basic Terminolo 
Lists of wine words give the false im- 
pression that there are only a set num- 


ber of terms suitable for winetalk. But there 
are no hard and fast rules for talking about 
wine. Once you're familiar with basic wine- 
talk, you can add your own variations. The 
following list covers some of the terms you're 
likely to encounter. 





ACIDITY: A primary dimension of a wine’s 
taste. A wine too low in acid tastes flat; one 
with excessive acidity tastes sharp. 
AFTERTASTE: Also called finish. Flavors 
that remain in the mouth after swallowing; 
they should be pleasant. Fine wines have a 
long, lingering aftertaste. 
ALCOHOL: A primary component of wine, 
varying in table wines from 7 to about 15 
percent. Wines with high alcohol levels have 
“hot” aftertastes. 
AROMA: That part of a wine’s odor which 
derives from the grape variety used to make 
the wine. May vary from simple grapey 
smells to specific fruity, floral or herbal 
smells. (See BOUQUET.) 
BALANCED: Said of a wine in which all 
aspects of taste and smell are in harmony. 
BERRIES: A berrylike flavor is associated 
with wines made from certain grapes. 
BODY: The impression of a wine’s weight 
and texture in the mouth. Primarily due to the

mistaken one. Either one may be too 

aggressive, shy, timid or frightened. 
“Body language, assertiveness and 
even temperament are all major fac- 
tors in training a dog,” she says, “and 
because children themselves are in a 
developmental state, their natural re- 
sponses to a dog are not always appro- 
priate; waving upheld arms, running 
away, screaming and competitive play 
may elicit prey instincts in the canine 
pet.” You must also consider the indi- 
vidual dog’s temperament—nervous, 
shy, sedate, stubborn, aggressive or 
normally playful. Accept these very 
natural limitations and then tailor your 
training program to them. If not, you 
may find yourself with a belligerent 
dog and a bitten child or an injured 
dog and an upset child. (Of course, no 
child or dog should ever be allowed to 
abuse the other physically or mentally.) 
So, as Ms. Casselman says, “Obedience

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| training with parental involyement 


helps children establish a happy, safe 
relationship with their pets.” With pa- 
tience, understanding and gentle per- 
sistence, you can greatly help mold 
their relationship and, ideally, guide 
your child into a responsible, humane, 
leadership position. 

If you’ve determined this is possible, 
any activity that places the child in a 
dominant position is desirable. The 
simple act of attaching the leash to the 
collar is a dominant gesture, as are 
feeding, grooming, walking and train- 
ing in general. Then, once this leader- 
ship/dominance relationship—the un- 
derpinning of dog training—has been 
established, you can go on to teach the 
child to teach the dog the precise 
movements of an obedience command, 
that is, “Sit,” “Heel,” and so forth. 


Training has its rewards 

After the dog has been taught the 
specifics, he must then practice them 
through repetition. During the prac- 
tice, reward your dog when he per- 
forms properly. The reward is simply a 
string of highly complimentary state- 
ments delivered in an exuberant tone 
of voice (unless the dog is highly excit- 
able). When he refuses or forgets to 
execute the command after being giv- 
en the proper signals, correct him. The 
correction must always have a negative 
association and could range from a jerk 
of a leash attached to a training collar 
(my preference) to a verbal reprimand. 
Some trainers advocate a smack on the 
nose (I don’t) or isolating the dog brief- 
ly. After the correction, give him the 
signal once again and when he per- 
forms properly, reward him. 

Dog training is really a matter of cre- 
ating conditioned reflexes. Desirable 
dog behavior should have a pleasant 
association for your pet while undesir- 
able behavior should have an unpleas- 
ant one, such as a sense of rejection. 
Praise and correction are the tools of 
communication. These are what pro- 
mote learning in your dog. 

Training your child to train a dog is 
best accomplished with the help of a 
professional instructor. In many com- 
munities, the local ASPCA-type organi- 
zations and various humane groups of- 
fer low-cost classes. Private training is 
another excellent option. There are 
several books available worthy of your 
consideration. Recommended are Dog 
Training for Kids by Carol Lea Benja- 
min (Howell Book House); Dog Train- 
ing Is Kid Stuff by Jay Rapp (Den- 
linger’s); and Okay, Good Dog by 
Ursula Landshoff (Harper & Row) es- 
pecially suitable for the child just 
learning to read.

went to Idaho to work on this issue 
and the trip provided me with some 
simple but profound truths. 

Most days, I’m surrounded by the 
sterile architecture of New York’s sky- 
scrapers. But when I’m transported to 
landscapes and vistas that stretch to 
the eye’s limits—I find my vision is ex- 
panded by more than the incredible 
scenery. 

Suddenly, I’m confronted with the 
reality of how people have adjusted to 
their environment and how each re- 
gion of the country has evolved a life- 
style that is uniquely its own—aestheti- 
cally satisfying, amazingly practical 
and totally honest. 

And I sense, with no small satisfac- 
tion, that the mood of the country is 
moving away from the glass box mod- 
ern architecture so amusingly put 
down in Tom Wolfe’s best-selling From 
Bauhaus to Our House and toward the 
diverse but traditional spirit of old- 
fashioned, regional styles. 

Nowhere is this true-grit spirit better 
exemplified than in the Rocky Moun- 
tain Idaho country. Western dress and 
cowboy boots fit very well here but 
architecture is its own special breed of 
western, a cross between rough log 
cabin and soaring Victorian Gothic. To 
me, the use of all that Northwest tim- 
ber, the windows designed to capture 
the spectacular views, the roofs that 
match the soaring mountain peaks all 
signal a type of design that seems more 
right than ever. 

Regional architecture means making 
use of natural resources—building fire- 
places with river rock gathered from 
local creeks, cutting aspen for ceiling 
beams and even furnishing houses with 




























sofas designed from native lodgepole- 
pine posts. 

There’s a pioneer spirit behind all 
this—an inherently American talent 
for taking the materials at hand and 
turning them into beautiful houses. 
And the people, too, thrive on nature’s 
bounty—turning local salmon, fresh 
river trout and Idaho potatoes into 
dishes with spirit enough to compete 
with any gourmet’s creations. 

These local taste treats are eaten out- 
doors whenever possible—at great 
Stanley Stomp hoedowns or cross- 
country ski picnics (even in the dead of| 
winter), because Idaho admirers can 
never get enough of their beautiful 
landscapes. 

This regional spirit, this pride in a 
special, local way of life exemplifies the 
true American character. Those of us 
who filled our cities and our suburbs 
with our ambitions and our dreams and 
then succumbed to track housing and 
look-alike developments are beginning 
to realize what we've left behind. And 
if we aren’t fortunate enough to be 
able to return to the countryside that is 
America’s great spiritual foundation, 
we are at least filling our lives and our 
homes with authentic country and tra- 
ditional looks, collecting American 
crafts, folk art and Indian rugs, and, 
when we can, visiting the regions of 
the land and learning from them.

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HOW TO SELL YOUR ANTIOUES FOR TOP DOLLAR 














PART ONE: DEALING WITH DEALERS 
o you know that the fine 
points of selling an antique or 
a work of art can mean hun- 
dreds, even thousands more 
dollars in your pocket? 

The first point is when to sell. The 
art and antiques markets fluctuate like 
anything else. A market can plunge 50 
percent in a year when there is an 
over-supply of what you have to sell or 
when “big buyers” drop out. It may 
take several years for your market to 
recover. You determine the state of a 
market by checking art market publi- 
cations, talking to dealers and auction 
house specialists. If you have a variety 
of things to sell, present those objects 
facing a strong market and delay sell- 
ing the others until better times. 

To protect yourself, Jearn the ap- 
proximate value of your property. Shop 
around to see what dealers are asking 
for things like yours. Examine recent 
illustrated and priced auction catalogs. 
Bear in mind that seemingly small de- 
tails can make a tremendous difference 
in the value of similar-looking things. 
Appraisers are necessary when a com- 
plex estate is involved or when you 
wish to sell something of obvious value. 

When looking for appraisers, consid- 
er their specialization—those who esti- 
mate American paintings, for example, 
aren't likely to know enough about 
Chinese ceramics. A large auction 
house with its many specialists is a 
good place to start since they represent 
sellers like yourself rather than buyers. 
Knowledgeable dealers often serve as 
appraisers but you must establish at the 
outset that you request their appraisal 
services only. Otherwise there might 
be the temptation on the part of the 
dealer to give an unduly low figure. 

How you prepare an object for sale 
also affects the price it realizes. Busy 
professicnal people, the people who 
may buy your object, like to take some-

thing home and use it right away. They 
don’t want to be bothered to have a 
wobbly chair leg fixed, a warped table- 
top smoothed or straightened or a torn 
canvas repaired. So you should consult 
a skilled conservator first. Have him or 
her examine your property and esti- 
mate the cost of making the piece pre- 
sentable. If the work is likely to pay for 
itself, go ahead and commission it. 

And where to find a good conserva- 
tor? Experienced collectors are sources 
for good recommendations. Their in- 
terests are similar to yours: solid con- 
servation work at an economical cost. 
If you don’t know any such collectors, 
look for a collectors’ society—even the 
most obscure field has several. Dealers, 
auction houses and museums can also 
provide useful recommendations, but 
you should remember that their objec- 
tive might be different from yours. 
Some dealers and auction houses are 
said to order cosmetic conservation 
work that isn’t always solid. On the 
other hand, those mainly interested in 
a piece’s art historical value tend to 
order solid conservation work that 
costs more than a work of art is worth 
in dollars. 

Don’t go overboard and make a 
work of art squeaky clean. Have a con- 
servator give a painting a light clean- 
ing rather than a thorough one which 
would make it look as if it had come 
straight out of a dealer’s inventory. 
Many buyers avoid dealers’ goods be- 
cause they fear that those objects have 
already been shown and rejected. Buy- 
ers want presentable art and antiques 
long off the market, fresh from an es- 
tate. 

Are you better off selling through an 
auction house or a dealer? Well, there 
are several reasons for considering a 


dealer. The first is immediate cash. Ma- 
jor auction houses might sell art and 
antiques similar to yours only two or 
three times a year; a popular field such 
as American antique furniture, per- 
haps a half-dozen times a year. The 
house would need your property at 
least three months before a sale so that 
it can be photographed and cataloged 
properly. Then, if it is sold, the buyer 
would have perhaps 30 days to pay. 
More than six months might pass from 
the time you consign property to auc- 
tion until you receive a check. But a 
dealer buying for inventory pays im- 
mediately. In the event you’re con- 
cerned about the integrity of a check 
you might plan to negotiate the trans- 
action during banking hours or insist 
on a cashier’s check. 

Discretion is an important reason for 
selling through a reputable dealer. 
Though most auction houses are dis- 
creet, fewer people are likely to have 
access to consignor information at a 
reputable dealer’s. What’s more, auc- 
tions often attract publicity and failure 
to sell at auction can be a costly stigma 
for highly visible works of art, like a 
rare Old Masters. Many prospects who 
aren't sure of themselves are likely to 
suspect that there must be something 
wrong with the work (maybe it’s not by 
the named master ... who knows?). If 
you have a highly visible work of art, a 
discreet sale through a dealer is less 
risky ... and many sellers want to keep 
art transactions discreet because 
they’re concerned about becoming the 
target of burglers. 

f you happen to have something 

with limited appeal, look for a 

dealer who specializes in that mar- 

ket. Auction houses can rarely af- 

ford to service markets where a 
small number of buyers might be scat- 
tered in several countries around the 
world. 

To find a reputable dealer, consult 
other collectors, museum curators or 
authors who have written about your 
market. Then shop around. Don’t

An insight into the Italian 


design process: Vico Magi- 
stretti, while visiting an 
equestrian shop in London, 
was struck by the handsome 
horse blankets.

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for Cassina. It’s just that 
lightheartedness, along with 
a profound conviction that a 
chair doesn’t have to be a 
chair (it can be an art form), 
that powers Italian design.

There is no question 

in: my mind) that tas gees 
house lives beyond the person who 
builds it. In the same way parents con- 
sider their children to be their contri- 
bution to posterity, I consider my 
house a symbol of continuity. 

Though I am a decorator, I don’t 
consider decorating as an example of 
something that lasts forever—only a 
house can possess that lasting quality. 
As an architectural designer I execute 
the entire design—exterior and interi- 
or complete with elevations and floor 
plans—which is then turned over to an 
engineer whose job it is to see that the 
whole thing doesn’t collapse in the 
wind! 

My houses have been my laboratories. 
With each one I’ve been able to work 
out more and more complex problems. 
The standing result, the house, is the 
proof that all of the ideas work. 

A design project is very much an 
engineering project. What thrills me 
even more is the emotional exploration 
that goes into producing a room. Deco- 
rating a room is creating the backdrop 
against which people live their lives. 
It’s natural that I would perceive a 
room this way as I began my career as 
a set designer. At 19, I was doing sets 
for summer stock for celebrities such as 
José Ferrer and Helen Hayes. These 
sets had to be right for the characters 
being played out on the stage, a tangi- 
ble expression, as it were, of their char- 
acters. I think of a room and its furnish- 
ings as being a kind of stage. 

Now, one of the ways a designer

brings out the per- 
sonality of the man or 
woman he’s working 
with is through the 
careful selection of 
objects. Objects are a 
designer’s tools. Peo-: 
ple who are collectors 
already show that 
they’re interested in 
developing their 
knowledge about a 
certain thing. Of 
course, it goes much 
deeper than that be- 
cause there’s usually

G ) How did the perfumers accomplish 
Z this? 

A: This fragrance, Sophia, is an accord 
of rose and jasmine notes. Rose and 
jasmine are the staples of the fragrance 
industry. One or the other can make a 
base of a fragrance but mixing them 
both became quite a challenge. I love 
red roses; as a matter of fact I adore 
almost anything red. It’s such a warm

and flattering color, I just knew that a 
red something would enliven the final 
result. Well, it took us three months to 
get the proportions right and we came 
up with three versions. We decided to 
test market all three and my favorite 
won. It was very reassuring. Making a 
perfume is an art, one that relies on the 
precision of science in order to dupli- 
cate the fragrance, but it takes very 
gifted and patient “noses” to translate 
the concept into reality. It takes about 
30 minutes for a perfume to develop 
fully on: the skin, for all three of its 
“notes” to sound. Part of the effort of 
creating a new scent goes into blend- 
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ing essential oils that diffuse on the 
skin without changing to the nose. Oily 
skin, for example, generally allows per- 
fume to diffuse more slowly, whereas 
dry skin speeds evaporation—because 
dry skin absorbs the essential oils in the 
fragrance faster. Your diet also affects 
the way your skin diffuses a fragrance. 
A vegetarian’s skin releases scent dif- 
ferently from a man or woman who 
eats fish, poultry or meat. Pasta one 
day and salads the next isn’t the kind of 
diet pattern we're describing—it’s the 
long-term dietary changes that can af- 
fect the way a fragrance performs. 


iy What can a woman do to make her 
é fragrance last longer? 

A: If you do your own lingerie by hand, 
put a drop of eau de toilette in the 
rinse water. Or spritz your lingerie and 
pillowcases lightly with scented water. 


C J Why is perfume so expensive? 

/ A: I like to think of fragrance the 
way millions of women thought of silk 
stockings during the war—as a neces- 
sary luxury—but it is expensive. Per- 
fume is made from the oils of natural 
flowers, roots, grasses, herbs, leaves 
and mosses. The process of extracting 
the good-smelling essences of these 
things from nature is expensive. Also, 
some of the fixitives that bind the oils 
together are derived from the petro- 
leum industry, and everyone knows 
how those prices have risen. And then 
the costs of packaging must be consi- 
dered.

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours! 


My glass bottle has been in 
our family for a long time. It is 
shaped like a bust of George 
Washington with the words “‘Si- 
mon’s Centennial Bitters” around 
the bottom. Is it really from the 
1876 centennial? What is it worth? 
—R.P.D., Stanley, Wise. 
A.In December of 1875, the origi- 
nal patent for your bottle was given 
to Bernard Simon, a designer from 
Scranton, Pennsylvania. He de- 
scribed it as representing a soldier 
of the Continental Army but most 
collectors have called it “George 
Washington.” The original was 10!/, 
inches high in amber, light green or 
aqua glass. The words “Simon’s Centennial Bitters” should 
be clearly embossed on the front: Some copies have faint or 
no lettering at all. Some were made in different sizes or 
colors. Unfortunately, some of the copies are excellent and 
they can only be identified with careful examination. A real 
aqua Simons bitters bottle is worth up to $950. A copy 
could sell for as little as $5.

A. Your plate is Chinese Export 
porcelain—a ware that was misla- 
beled “Lowestoft” about 90 years 
ago. Lowestoft is a town in Eng- 
land where pottery and porcelain 
were made during the 18th cen- 
tury. An author mistakenly 
thought that Chinese Export por- 
celain was made there and so he 
misnamed the dishes. Chinese por- ree 
celains were made for use in China or for sale in Europe 
and America. The designs for the exported pieces were 
made to suit the European taste and tradition. Your plate 
pictures the Judgment of Paris, a Greek myth. Paris was 
about to give a golden apple to the most beautiful goddess 
Herea, Aphrodite or Athene. This decoration was popula 
during the 1750s. A later version of the same design depict 
ed fully clothed goddesses. If your plate is undamaged, it is 
worth between $2,000 and $3,000.

clude bells, 
jdrums, casta- 
‘nets, as well as 
‘cylinders that 
played many 
/songs or were even changeable. A new 
‘invention, the disk-playing music box 
| became a reality in 1885 and the more 
jcumbersome cylinder boxes gradually 
lost favor. Your box was probably made 
in Switzerland during the late 19th 
-century. The retail price today is over 
$3,500.

In the right hands, treasured old timepieces can be re- 
stored to their original beauty and accuracy. 


he acquisition of a “long-case” or grandfather 
clock was often a sign of new prosperity in the 
late-18th-century family. It was made to order, 
impressively decorated and given a prominent 
place in the house. The later mantel clocks, 
though smaller, were important for the scenes 
painted on the glass fronts by the “reverse” 
method. Today these clocks are highly prized as 
antiques. Genuine grandfather clocks, in particular, are in 
demand as fine specimens of the cabinetmaker’s art, requir- 
ing the utmost skill in restoration. Some restorers specialize 
in clock cases, while others undertake both case and works 
repairs. Scenes on clock doors can be restored or reproduced 
by artists who paint in reverse on glass. And the restoration 
of dials is yet another specialty. For the hobbyist, there are 
various sources for clock parts.

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Light: The Magic Decorating Ingredient 


At dawn, there’s a tentative brilliance to light, a promising golden glow that 
intensifies moment by moment. At noon, light gathers a rational clarity; at dusk, 
punctuated by long, meditative shadows, it becomes pensive. Just as light has 
many moods, so do your rooms—as the sun pouring through your window 
‘changes quality they change, too. That’s why we call light the magical ingredient 
in decorating. It can, indeed, create wonderful illusions—it can make color glow, 
small spaces soar, romantic prints fresher than ever. And, above all, it can lift your 
spirits, whether you live in the country with cathedral ceilings or in the city in 
small rooms. Here we show you how to make the most of nature’s magic. 
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here is a quality of light in 

the South of France that, 

once seen, can never be for- 
gotten. It is this luminescence that 
Clifford Stanton, architectural and 
interior designer, has tried to recap- 
ture in his French-inspired home on 
Long Island, N.Y. “I wanted a little 
bit of Cap Ferrat in Southhampton,” 
says Mr. Stanton, who planned the 
house to take advantage of all avail- 
able light. A series of bay win- 
dows—two in the front of the house 
and one large one encompassing 
most of the back—trap the sun as it 
travels overhead and help prolong 
the day. Four skylights flood the 
house with light, even when the sky 
is cloudy. And inside, the rooms 
have been planned and the furnish- 
ings chosen to enhance the feeling of 
light and space. White walls, white 
tile floors by American Olean and a 
20-foot-high ceiling give the living 
area an almost loft-like appear- 
ance. This white background also re- 
flects light, keeping the house cool 
and sparkling. The floor plan is 
open: The dining area, shown here, 
is not a separate room, but is set off 
from the living area by two steps 
and a pair of Balinese lion columns. 
Because of the white background, 
the furnishings are seen sculpturally, 
as if floating in space. > 


The dining area (right) seats eight at 
the contemporary table from Paul M. 
Jones, four at the antique malachite- 
topped table. The painting in the 
background is a portrait of the artist 
Willem de Kooning by John 
MacWhinnie. Flanking the area—a 
pair of lion columns that once 
supported a royal temple on Bali.

“This house is a synthesis,” says Mr. 
Stanton, “a summation of all the 
things that have interested me, that I 
have worked to get.’”” While each of 
his homes (five in the past 25 years) 
has had a French influence, each 
represents a new design concept. “I 
use my homes as a design laborato- 
ry, a chance to work out new ideas 
and show them to clients,” says Mr. 
Stanton. The Louis XVI exterior of 
this house (opposite below) is an original 
design, but he freely admits to being 
inspired by the casino in Beaulieu, 
on the Cote d’Azur. Inside, however, 
the plan is contemporary. “I like tra- 
ditional design and charm,’’ he 
notes, “but I wanted to take advan- 
tage of contemporary ideas.” The 
house, therefore, presents a closed, 
18th-century front to the world, 
while the expansive indoor plan and 
mostly glass rear wall provide 
sweeping views of the beautiful pool 
and lawn beyond, as well as the in- 
teriors. More restrained than the in- 
teriors of houses that Mr. Stanton 
has owned in the past, these have 
been pared down, in terms of both 
their furnishings and their colors. “I 
designed this house with the fur- 
nishings in mind. I wanted to show 
my favorite things in an almost mu- 
seumlike setting,” he states. The 
main color, therefore, is white, with 
“sunny, South-of-France” accents— 
orange, “the exact shade of a Bud- 
dhist monk’s robe” and a blue the 
color of the Mediterranean—derived 
from the Stark rug. The furnishings 
are “very autobiographical,” he says, 
and include the things collected for 
himself—not his Southampton 
shop—on yearly round-the-world 
buying trips. Some, such as the 
18th-century French settee at right, 
have been in all his homes. Others, 
like the patterned rug, were pur- 
chased especially for this house. All 
have been chosen to blend with the 
designer’s collection of Oriental ob- 
jets d’art. This melding of antique 
French and Oriental seems natural to 
him, as French Roccoco style owes 
its origins to the East.&

A Manhattan penthouse reaches out for a 
breathtaking view 


It’s not just the spectacular view 
that’s so impressive; it’s also the 
sense of limitless space and light 
that makes this 40th-floor duplex 
seem to float above Manhattan. 

“New York is a city made up of 
many strata, and this room is ori- 
ented toward the sky,” says designer 
Melanie Kahane, who has success- 
fully captured the city’s magic. She’s 
also performed magic in the total 
transformation of what was once 
two dark rooms connected by a nar- 
row hallway. (“It was worth your 
life to pass someone holding a plate- 
ful of food,” she remarks.) 

The apartment’s other liability: a 
large, windy terrace that was never 





used. The owners asked for space in 
which to live comfortably and to en- 
tertain in style. 

Miss Kahane complied by opening 
up the entire first floor, expanding 
the area both vertically and horizon- 
tally. Interior walls were eliminat- 
ed—only the powder room and 
kitchen were left as separate rooms. 
Wherever possible, the ceiling was 
raised to expose beams and add vi- 
sual interest. 

The staircase was “floated” by 
tearing down the walls surrounding 
it and the closet underneath it— 
the remaining structural column was 
made to “disappear” by covering it 
with mirrors. 


The solarium window, built to encompass an unused terrace, has expanded this 
room far beyond its four walls—reaching out to meet the city and the sky. 
Light pours in and the city-lights night view is always dramatic. 


Plants thrive here; the amount of sunlight can be controlled by vertical blinds 
that slide easily out of sight. Oriental tables and accessories enhance the 
garden-room effect. The three-piece chaise and larger chairs are on castors and 
can be arranged to suit any occasion; the armchair swivels to face a nearby TV 


or to focus on the view.

From the entry- 
way, visitors see straight through 
the apartment to a cityscape that is 
dramatic by day and positively mag- 
ical by night. Next came:-the daunt- 
ing job of personalizing that vast 
open space. ‘Many people are envi- 
ous of a large space, but it’s often 


very difficult to work with.” In this 
case, the owners had expressed their 
desire to give large, elegant parties. 
Since there is no formal dining area, 
the problem was how to provide 
ample, comfortable seating without 
crowding the room with furniture. 
“In this regard, my main concern

Robert Rastelli loves glass. 
His collection of scent bottles 
concentrates on the period of 
Art Deco.

A woman who used 
fragrance every day had 
something beautiful to hold 
and appreciate.”’ Mr. Rastelli’s 
friend, Ian Hoblyn, collects 
American Phoenix glass (right 
and top center), which is 
shown in their dining room.

he challenge of living 
in a picture postcard 
setting is designing a 
house that’s as 
reathtaking inside as the scenery out- 
ide—which is just the challenge this 
pen, airy house meets.

»cherer, who made the move to Ida- 
ho four years ago with her husband 
ind two sons.

Thus 
he brought the barn books and pic-

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tures she’d been collecting for years 
to architect Ralph Rutter, and within 
two hours they came up with the 
basic plan for the house. “I wanted 
the bedrooms on the bottom floor,” 
says Mrs. Scherer. “It’s much more 
practical because the boys’ rooms are 
right next to the laundry—and it 
gives the living area a much better 
view.” Taking the idea of a barn lit- 
erally, the architect laid the house out 
with porches on the south side where 
stalls would be. He also researched 
Pennsylvania Dutch construction 
methods and used peg joints instead 
of nails (see the rafters, Jeff). The 
house’s frame was assembled mostly 
on the ground and then put up in 
three days, “just like a barn raising,” 


spectacular big sky house 


says Mr. Rutter, who also had the 
chance to build a real barn for the 
family’s two horses (above). The barn 
has a conventional tack room and 
stalls, but the main house boasts a 
hayloft. In the kitchen, the cathedral 
ceiling that gives most of the house 
its inspiring height didn’t work: “It 
ended up looking ‘tunnel-y’ ’’—so 
Mr. Rutter lowered its height with 
rafters modeled after authentic hay- 
lofts. “The farmers would just pitch 
their hay up on beams like these for 
drying,” he says. The rafters also 
solved the problem of lighting the 
kitchen (lights are contained in wood 
rectangles within the rafters) and of 
integrating the pot rack into the ar- 
chitecture. 
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Simple materials—stone, cedar and 
hand-hewn pine—all natural elements of 
the great outdoors, carry drama to 
new heights in this two-story space 


hat great beauty often 

lies in the simplest of 

things is the secret to 

this house’s success. 
After all, it’s colored by the golden 
glow of cedar on the walls and ceil- 
ing, mellowed by hand-hewn pine 
on the floor and given textural dra- 
ma by the rough, river-rock fireplace 
with its poured-concrete mantel. 
“We had planned on a wooden man- 
tel—but there was so much wood in 
the house that we voted for ce- 
ment,’ says Mrs. Scherer. But, 
poured into a wood mold, it ac- 
quired a grain, creating another tex- 
tural play. As far as decorating goes, 
again, the simplest things suffice— 
mountain vistas provide window

drama. Furniture is either country 
antiques, like the oak table and 
chairs in the solarium (left) or hand- 
made, like the harvest table in the 
kitchen (above). And the floor plan is 
designed for easy family living and 
entertaining. It’s all essentially one 
big, open space divided by the two- 
story fireplace, which is actually two 
working hearths back to back—one 
warming the kitchen, the other the 
living room. The solarium (left), so 
called because it has windows on 
three sides, is used for dining or 
game playing. It’s the very spirit of 
simplicity that this house embodies 
that drew the Scherers from a faster- 
paced California life to the quiet of 
Sun Valley. “We bought a condo- 


minium here purely as an invest- 
ment—we'd never even seen Sun 
Valley. But when we arrived, we fell 
in love with it.’’ Soon the Scherers 
found they were spending so much 
time at their home-away-from- 
home that they decided to move to 
Sun Valley permanently. “We made 
a three-year plan,” Mrs. Scherer 
says. “We built the house; my hus- 
band worked someone else into the 
business—and we moved. It’s a 
wonderful lifestyle here. Everyone is 
friendly, which may be because a lot 
of people are on vacation. But all the 
visitors also mean that the town has 
a metropolitan flavor—it’s sophisti- 
cated and cowboy at the same

Collecting Indian artifacts is “a real 
passion for us,’ says Robert 
Caywood, who grew up learning 
about Indian lore in New Mexico. 
Now after a lifetime of collecting, he 
and his wife have donated rare 
pieces to museums—and displayed 
favorites throughout their house. 
1. “Each tribe has a different pattern 
for weaving baskets,” says Mr. 
Caywood, who has over 117 baskets, 
representing every western tribe 
from Arizona to Alaska. 2. Kachina 
dolls, such as the clown figure here 
and the bearded man (4) were 
carved by the Hopi Indians to repre- 
sent saints. The laughing, watermel- 
on-holding clown represents a figure 
who entertained people during tribal 
dances and handed out food. 3, 5, 7, 
8, 10, 11. All of these weavings are 
designs from the Nez Percé Indians’ 
cornhusk bags. (You can see some 
mixed in with piliows on the living 
room's banco, page 80 .) Originally 
woven from just cornhusks, the In- 
dians added bright yarn in the late

Rioja is in the north central part of 
ain, along the banks of the River 
ro, not too far from the French 
rder, about 200 miles south of 
rdeaux and about the same dis- 
nce north of Madrid. Just as Bor- 
aux is divided into areas—Médoc, 
merol, etc.—so Rioja has three 
stinct wine-growing districts, each 
oducing wines from the same 
apes but with different character- 
tics: Rioja Alta is the highest and 
oduces wines with good balance 

d aging ability. Rioja Alavesa 
ces south, gets more sun and offers 
uitier, more aromatic wines. Rioja 
ha is the hottest, and the wines 
e more bland and higher in alco- 
l. The blenders skillfully employ 
1 three in their blends, though 
metimes use only the grapes of a 
gle area. The label will say so. 
Rioja is no newcomer to the wine 
ene. There are 800 years of tradi- 
n here, mention being made of 
em as far back as the 12th century.

In the 15th century, Rioja wines had 
created such a niche that casks were 
stamped with a Rioja Certificate of 
Origin. But it wasn’t until the 19th 
century that Rioja began to be 
known abroad—and then came di- 
saster! Phylloxera, the dreaded insect 
infestation which blighted all Eu- 
rope’s vineyards, crossed the Pyre- 
nees and struck Rioja. Hundreds of 
French vintners, who had migrated 
and begun operations in Rioja hop- 
ing to escape the plague in their own 
country, saw their properties suc- 
cumb. Salvation finally came the 
same way as in France, Italy and 
Germany—by the grafting of resis- 
tant American root stock to Spanish 
vines. Today, all is well, and 
the beneficial French wine making 
techniques introduced then are still 
employed in modern-day Spain. 







bout 80 percent of Rio- 
jas are red, and 20 per- 
“cent white and _ rosado 
(pink). All are blends. The major 
producers purchase grapes from 
growers though a few grow some 
varieties for themselves. (An inter- 
esting observation—all Spanish 
vines are grown without the benefit 
of trellising, practiced in other coun- 
tries. The vines are “urn-pruned,” 
shooting their canes out without 
wiring, except those of a few inno- 
vative growers such as Domecgq, the 
Sherry people. They are experiment- 
ing with trellises and find they pro- 
duce far more grapes per acre. (A 
typical Spanish comment: “Wiring is 
permitted but not allowed!”’) 

Red Wine: The tempranillo is the 
number one grape, used for body, 
with garnacho added for strength, 
graciano for nose, mazuelo for acid- 
ity (sometimes even cabernet sau- 
vignon) blended in. The complaint 
used to be that the wines were aged 
in wood too long, and thus became 
dour and woody. Now new regula- 
tions have cut aging time, except for 
reservas. Crianzas (the word means 


“with breeding’) are the youngest 
category and represent your average, 
low-priced Riojas—under $5. 

Reservas are three or four years 
old and are given a sequence of tank, 
barrel and bottle aging. 

Gran Reservas are five to eight 
years old, or more. Imperiales, if you 
ever see any, can go to 25 years. 

For such velvet texture and com- 
plexity of flavor at their prices, 
you'll have to go far to duplicate 
Rioja wines. Incidentally, you'll find 
some Riojas in Bordeaux-shaped 
bottles marked “clarete.”” These are 
lighter versions of the heavier reds, 
called tintos, which are usually in a 
Burgundy-style bottle. (But don’t 
take the bottle or this nomenclature 
too seriously.) 

What do the red Riojas taste like? 
Well, taste is quite subjective, but 
I’d say perhaps like a cross between 
a light red Bordeaux (claret) and a 
Rhone such as Chateauneuf du Pape 
or Hermitage. 

White wine: In Spain, it’s made 
from malvasia and vivra grapes with 
a little white grenache grapes. There 
was a time, and not so long ago, 
when Rioja whites were over-aged, 
deeply colored and listless. Today’s 
are youthful, crisp, dry and fruity 
and not a bit oaky. They taste like a 
white Bordeaux blended with Soave. 
Prices—ranging from $3 to $5— 
should please you. 


ollowing is a list of good 
Rioja values. Of course, 
vintage matters, but not as 
much as in the more northerly vine- 
yards of France and Germany. But, 
here is my opinion: 
Best: 1928 (if you find one, let me 
know), 1964, 1970

ly—before they attain high 
sugar levels. That’s because 
sugars are transformed by 
yeasts in the fermentation 
process into alcohol, and the 
higher the sugar in the 
grapes, the higher the alco- 
hol in the wine. By picking 
early, a bone-dry, low-alco- 
hol wine (such as the Sebas- 
tiani and Taylor Lights) or 
one with a slight residual 
sweetness (such as the Los 
Hermanos wines) can be 
made. Paul Masson picks 
fully ripened grapes and 
makes a dry wine with a nor- 
mal alcohol level, which is 
then lowered to a little more 
than 7 percent by a special 
patented process. 
DIET OR TASTE APPEAL? 
As a general rule, wines 
made from early picked 
grapes don’t have the inten- 
sity and character of wines 
made from fully ripened 
grapes. But the light wine 
producers using the early- 
picked method expect that 
many people—particularly 


those who find most wines 
too strongly flavored—will 
be attracted to their light 
wines because a very mild 
taste is what they find most 
appealing. 

Light wines, in fact, will 
probably find the majority of 
their customers among occa- 
sional rather than frequent 
wine drinkers. They are lia- 
ble to find them, as I did, 
easy-quaffing and refreshing 
enough as picnic or party 
wines but simple and short 
on flavor. They reminded 
me of a white wine spritzer 
without the sparkle. Besides, 
the calorie savings aren’t all 
that significant. While it’s 
true that a four-ounce glass 
of Sauternes may set you 
back 150 calories, that’s 
about the same number of 
calories found in a bottle of 
beer or a glass of milk. A 
four-ounce serving .of a dry 
red or white wine (red is 
only a few calories higher 
than white) ranges from 90 
to 100 calories; a four-ounce 
glass of light wine ranges 
from 58 to 70 calories. 
Whether you find the sav- 
ings in low-calorie wines sig- 
nificant depends on how 
closely you count your calo- 
ries—and how much wine 
you normally consume.

The Sweets 
of Sauternes 


auternes is about as 

far as you can get 

from a “light” wine— 

golden-hued, heavily 
perfumed, rich and unctious- 
ly sweet, with a mouth-filling, 
honeyed finish. It is the most 
famous dessert wine in the 
world, named for the Bor- 
deaux district of Sauternes. 
Sauternes—not to be con- 
fused with American wines 
labeled “‘sauterne,’” which 
don’t resemble the genuine 
article in the least—are ex- 
pensive to produce, requiring 
selective picking of grape 
bunches affected by the mold 
botrytis cinerea (noble rot), 
which concentrates the natu- 
ral grape sugar. 

Although Sauternes are su- 
perb as dessert wines, partic- 
ularly with simple cakes or 
lemon soufflés, they are sur- 
prisingly good as aperitifs if 
matched with equally rich 
hors d’oeuvres such as foie 
gras or pate. 

Undervalued for their 
quality, Sauternes (and simi- 
lar wines from the neighbor- 
ing commune of Barsac) cost 
$10 to $20, except for the 
wines of the district’s most 
famous. estate, Chateau 
d’Yquem, which cost $75 or 
more. Look for the wines 
from such chateaux as Cli- 
mens, Coutet, Filhot, Sui- 
duiraut, Romer du Hayot, 
Doisy-Védrines, Rayne-Vig- 
neau and Nairac. Vintage 
years are important: Select 
from ’70, 71, 75, "76 and the 
forthcoming 1980.8

A good way to break the grip of blustery February is to have friends over 
for a spirit-warming Italian dinner: Here, an easy menu for impromtu 
entertaining. Serve with crusty hot Italian bread, a tossed escarole and 
chicory salad and, for dessert, Zabaglione Grand Marnier. For wine, try a 
dryish Italian white—Orvieto or Soave. Recipes serve 4. 


Artichokes With Lemon Butter 





4 artichokes (1 per person) Lemon Butter 

4 shallots, finely chopped 1 cup (2 sticks) unsalted 
4 tablespoons olive oil butter 

4 tablespoons chopped parsley Juice of 2 lemons 

1 teaspoon salt Sprigs of fresh thyme

Ahhh for a bowl of hearty homemade 
soup. Here’s a wonderful lentil and sau- 
sage soup by Mary Jo Berglund, contribut- 
ing editor to the Chicago Sun Times and 
microwave cooking teacher.

Should you decide 
to consign with a dealer, do it with one you're sure attract 
prime buyers and avoid dealers not known for handling the} 
kind of property you’re consigning. 
About terms: Ten percent is a reasonable commission for 
a consignment since the dealer neither assumes an inven} 
tory risk nor has his capital tied up—but dealers are tending 
to ask 20 percent and more. Negotiate this point. Another 
key point is the minimum consignment period. Many deal: 
ers want your property at least three months. If you must 
agree to a minimum period and you're not happy about thé 
commission, insist on a brief minimum—say, one month 
The clever thing to do is to find out the deadline for 
consigning your property to the next major auction and 
terminate an agreement with a dealer before the deadline 
This way if your dealer doesn’t sell your property, you have 
the option of switching to the auction house without miss:

isly ill. Poisons most available for kittens to get into in- 
ude lead (as in paints, ceramics, paperweights), petroleum 
lstillates (such as kerosene), detergents, lye, cleansers, 
othbails, insecticides and all medications including aspi- 
1, sleeping pills, tranquilizers and various cold remedies. 
It goes without saying that mind-altering drugs used by 
imans are lethal in most cases for small animals. All the 
rious things that are sniffed, from cocaine to glue, can kill 
‘kitten or grown cat. It is bad enough to have an animal 
+t at them through carelessness, but it is a cruel and 
humane crime to feed drugs purposely to an animal. 
Keep your kitten out of your garage or basement where 
might get into antifreeze and all other poisonous fluids 
ed for your automobile. Antifreeze has an attractive color 
‘id sweet taste. Cats, dogs and even small children are 
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attracted to it. They may lick it off their paws or fingers if 
given the opportunity. Antifreeze will cause death. Some 
plants are also poisonous and must be considered when 
bringing a kitten into your house. Consult a good pet book 
or your plant shop to identify the dangerous species. 

In the wild, the motivations behind your cat’s behavior 
are hunger, sex, fear or anger. Cats must hunt for a living, 
carve out a territory, mate and fight for survival when 
necessary. These abilities are partially inherited and partial- 
ly taught by the mother cat’s example and instruction. 
These lessons are continually practiced during kittenhood, 
adolescence and, indeed, throughout adulthood. These 
learning/ practice behaviors appear to us as play. And vigor- 
ous kitten play can be dangerous unless your house is free 
from hazards. To this add a highly qualified form of affec- 
tion and dependency and you have a fairly complete pic- 
ture of the domestic feline. A learning, playing kitten is 
fearless. If you kittenproof your home you're sure to avoid 
cat-tastrophe. @

Of all the elements that go into a 
decorating project, the hardest to vi- 
sualize is color. Even the most expe- 
rienced men and women quail when 
it comes to making the final decision 
about the colors for walls, carpeting, 
upholstery fabric or furniture finish. 
There are many reasons why. To be- 
gin with, a client is usually handed a 
small paint chip or carpet cutting on 
which to base a decision. Impossible. 
Color is an element of scale: You 
have to know how much of it is 
required before you can say yes or 
no to a certain shade. So, the first 
thing I do to help with these very 
natural color decision-making 
qualms is to get a large, board-sized 
sample of the paint or color we’re 
thinking of using. The board be- 
comes something you can really vi- 
sualize from. It also gives a chance to

ors should flatter the 
physical characteris- 
tics of the people 
who live with them. 
Part of my job is to 
introduce my clients 
to the adventure that 
is color. I want to 
change the way they 
think about and re- 
spond to it for the 
rest of their lives— 
it’s that important. The clothes a 
person wears are just the beginning. 
The closet only holds clues as to 
what you regard yourself as looking 
well in; it seldom contains the colors 
you’re surrounded by. Rooms 
should flatter your appearance with 
their color and their light. Though 
most people understand this intu- 
itively there are many resistances to 
trying something new. 

Color also is a matter of balance. 
Let me explain. I once decorated an 
apartment for a couple who had 
some rather beautiful and valuable 
furniture which they knew should 
be set off. So we worked out a 
scheme in which the large quantity 
of color—the walls and carpeting— 
would be a subtle neutral. On an- 
other assignment, I had the opposite 
situation: not-so-interesting fur- 
nishings in rooms that were quite 
special in their views and propor- | 
tions. So we played up the walls 
with color to better reveal their 
shape and played down the furnish- 
ings with, again, subtle, understated 
neutrals. If you think of color as 
something solid instead of some- 
thing ethereal,

doesn’t compete with the beauty of 
your art. Red, for example, is a won- 
derful neutral. The right red can set 
off the frames and the color con- 
tained within the painting; it is very 
flattering to skin tones. Certain 
greens also work as great neutrals— 
I’m thinking of the “hunter” or ““bil- 
liard” green varieties. If your picture 
frames are gold, the green picks up 
the yellow tones of the gilt and adds 
special luster. Gray, soft pearl gray, 
is a superb neutral that works with 
all the straws, the blond woods and 
the “naturals” we’ve come to love 
since the ’70s. The bold stroke 
would be: Select your strong neutral 
in a visible texture. In other words, a 
pearl gray linen covering your walls 
will have more snap than paint. 
One thing’s for sure: Color in the 
‘80s is color that’s going to last. 
There is no such thing as an inex- 
pensive paint job today. But that 
doesn’t mean that “playing it safe” 
works either. Old tricks such as 
“white make small rooms look larg- 
er” or “off-white goes with every- 
thing” are just boring. Safe is deadly. 
My advice to “‘safety-firsters” is 
choose the color you think best. 
Then, trust me, push your selection 
just two or three tones darker. Day- 
light tends to wash out delicate neu- 
tral shades. Artificial light, unless 
expertly planned, dims them. You'll 
get oomph from neutrals when you 
take the risk of selecting a shade that 
goes just beyond the limits your 
cautious nature advises. If you love 
color, the snap you're looking for 
may be achieved with a bold, imagi- 
native trim or an unusual back- 
ground for a pillow or bench. You 
may not have to lavish large areas 
with strong color to get the energy 
you want—color is an energy form 
after all. Buy the very best quality of 
your color you can possibly afford 
so that it will stay true longer. Well- 
executed walls deliver their pleasure 
for decades, and in the ‘80s, each

TENNESSEE: Visitors to, through 
and around the South this year are 
in for a mind-boggling glimpse of 
our energetic future at the World’s 
Fair in Knoxville, which is also home 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA) and the Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory of Atomic Research (vis- 
itors welcome). It’s sort of intimate, 
as fairs go—72 acres, one mile long, 
but jam-packed with international 
and domestic exhibits and amuse- 
ments. Canada, Mexico and almost 
all major European countries will be 
represented, but piquant news is 
that the People’s Republic of China 
will be bringing a cache of archeo- 
logical treasures and, maybe, a piece 


of the Great Wall. While Japan will 
show off its robots, Australia will 
provide leaping wallabies and ener- 
gy-producing windmills. And Saudi 
Arabia is importing a desert, com- 
plete with camels. The huge glass 
U.S. Pavilion is powered by solar 
energy. And the Fair’s symbol, the 
gold-glittering Sunsphere, atop a 
266-foot tower, looks down over all 
from its two restaurants and obser- 
vation deck. Admission is $9.95 one 
day, $15.95 two days, less for the 4- 
to- 11 set and free for the littlest. 
The Knoxville Convention and Visi- 
tors Bureau has set up a housing 
bureau for reservations: for hotel or 
motel rooms, call 1-615-971-1000. 
Driving yourself, study cross-coun- 
try Interstate 40 and down-country 
Interstate 75. Directly or indirectly, 
they can deliver you anywhere 
southward you're minded to go. 
Tour operators, buslines and Amtrak 
have arranged packaged trips. Or, 
have a word with your trusty travel 
agent.

toine’s or Galatoire’s). That’s for starters in this atmo- 
spheric town that swings honky-tonk on Bourbon 
Street, goes wild at Mardi Gras, but still maintains its 
old-time graciousness. Take in the Court of the Two 
Sisters, the State Museum, the Spanish-flavored Ca- 
bildo, Jackson Square and all those aspiring artists, a 
trip to Bellevue Gardens or a river cruise on a paddle- 
wheeler, or just take a walk or carriage ride.

Tool east to Baton Rouge, its skyscraper capitol and 
Greek Revival Governor’s Mansion and the Old State 
Capitol where they put on a great crafts festival in later 
October. Drive north and you’re in the St. Francisville 
area among the kind of plantation houses you've al-

ways dreamed about. My favorites among these hand- 
somely furnished and gardened reminders of a lavish 
gone-forever era are the splendid Rosedown, Oakley 


(where Audubon once lived and painted his birds), 


Asphodel, Rosemont and Catalpa. You may even put 
up in rooms at the lovely Myrtles or, farther off in 
Woodville, sleep in a canopy bed and breakfast on the 
world’s best biscuits at The Cottage. 

Lafayette, a charming town blessed by oil money and 
the flavor of the Cajuns, the lingo and crawfish cuisine, 
of the early French émigrés from Canada, puts on its 
own sparkler of a Mardi Gras and burgeons with azalea 
trails in March. It has a Cajun history museum and also 
the Natural History Museum and Planetarium. 

St. Martinsville, not far off, is poignantly associated 
with Longfellow’s Evangeline, her reputed grave is in 
the churchyard of St. Martin’s Church, a Greek Revival 
beauty with furnishings said to be gifts from Louis XVI. 
(A local friend confides that most people here fancy 
themselves of noble French descent, but she’s an icono- 
clast who, in this land loaded with historic-markers- 
every-ten-feet, has one at her house that says, “Noth- 
ing of any historical importance ever happened here.”’) 
There is an early Cajun house-museum in acreage of 
Evangeline Park. 

North to Natchitoches, oldest town in the state, 
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full of handsome houses reflecting 
the elegant early French. Melrose 
Plantation, restored to ante-bellum 
atmosphere, has an African house 
and crafts demonstrations. 

Shreveport and Bossier (across the 
Red River) are almost as one; 
Shreveport’s Shreve Square was one 
of the earliest urban renewals, 
stressing the Victorian style with 
charm. On the revitalized water- 
front, the Barnwell Art Center 
merges art with botany in glassy 
splendor. Must-sees: the Norton Art 
Gallery, full of Remingtons and 
Russell bronzes, and, out of town, 
the American Rose Center. Every 
October Shreveport goes all-out 
with the Red River Revel, a gala 
week-long celebration of the arts.

MISSISSIPPI: Jackson, the lovely, 
leisurely state capital, has a lot more 
going for it than a moonlight and 
magnolia atmosphere. Last year it 
hosted the first international ballet 
competition, to be repeated this year 
as part of the Mississippi Opera Fes- 
tival of the South—six weeks of op- 
era and great music from Mozart to 
Strauss, starting May 16. Ballet go- 
ings-on begin June 20. For more:

were used. They were often small 
pottery or porcelain containers made 
to resemble cottages, castles or 
churches in which a mixture of char- 
coal and oils was burned. The aro- 
matic smoke rose through the chim- 
ney to scent the air. 

Many English companies made 
these small houses, including 
Worcester, Derby and factories in 
Staffordshire. Their value varies 
with the maker, use and its artistic 
worth. Yours is worth about $250. 
If it was made by one of the ma- 
jor manufacturers, it will sell for 
more. 


My red, blue and yellow 
teapot has been in our fam- 
ily for generations. It is 
small and only holds two cups of 
liquid. Can you help? —Mrs. K.A., 
Beiton, Miss. 
A. Your teapot appears to be an ex- 
ample of early Worcester porcelain 
from England. The traders who went 
to the Orient in the 18th century

he Major Peter Bocquet House (pro-

Built in 1770, it contains superb exam- 
ples of Georgian woodwork. During the 
19th century, the house was abandoned 
because of its commercial location. 
However, in 1981 Mrs. John Ragsdale, an 
interior designer, bought the property 
and proceeded to restore its former 
Georgian glory. Currently her home and 
office, this beautifully revived landmark 
is open to the public at various times of 
the year.

hough the house was in 

desperate need of repair 
by the time Mrs. John Ragsdale 
acquired it, located as it was in 
the business section of 
Charleston, she was fully 
aware of its great potential.

“It certainly was a 
tisk to undertake restoration 
before I was sure that the 
house would be mine,” she 
says, “‘but somehow I just 
knew that it would all work 
out.

“6G omething happened to the 
South’s zest for color after the 
Civil War,” says Sara Logan, the design- 
er who helped Mr. William H. Gurney 
redecorate his Charleston, S.C. house.

hen Cleopatra first beguiled Marc 

Antony, he was knee-deep in rose 
petals. Life for certain Greeks and Romans 
was indeed a “bed of roses.”’ That this exalted 
flower has endured (rose fossils pre-date man 
by nearly 30 million years) is the ultimate 
tribute to its remarkable powers.

A MODERN FARMHOUSE—WITH TOWERS AND TURRETS 
—OWES ITS ORIGINS TO THE SHINGLE STYLE 





ust behind the grassy knoll of a haunt- 

ingly beautiful, wind-swept hilltop in 

North Hately, Quebec, nestles a brand- 
new house, the activity center for a sheep 
farm. The house, unlike the 265 purebred 
residing animals, is a hybrid—modern in 
plan and construction, yet traditional in its 
allusion to past architectural styles. The 
owners of High Spirits Farm, Tim and Bev 
Bradley, enjoy another asset: the surround- 
ing abundance of maple trees, which pro- 
vides a resource for their flourishing maple 
syrup operation. When they decided to build 
the house, on a treeless hill, they called upon 
innovative Montreal architect Peter Rose to 
design a “low, stone Cotswold cottage” that 


would house them and their young sons. 
But the knowledgeable young architect 
had a different idea. Rose knew that North 
Hatley reflectec ral architectural 
tudes—from tradit | Quebec and New 
England farn f-the century 
Shingle Style. ! rea’s popular 


ity as a summering spot for Americans dur- 
ing the 1890s to 1920s, and was aware of 
their fondness for Newport’s fanciful Shin- 
gle Style. When vacationing Americans built 
these houses along the shore of Lake 
Massawippi, they envisioned something 
more dramatic than cottages of local clap- 
board: What these affluent visitors were 
after was a rich mixture of fanciful forms 
and carpenter’s bravado. These 19th-century 
houses with their turrets and towers dot the 
lakeside terrain below the Bradley’s hillside 
chateau du bois. 

“T wanted to evoke similar imagery for the 
Bradleys’ house,” explains Rose, “to set it 
within the context of this architecturally rich 
area. But unlike the sheltered shoreline sites, 
the hill is subjected to constant winter 
winds. It was necessary to design a house 
that nested snugly and firmly into the hilltop 
ind to keep the house’s cedar skin taut—not 

tuated with. deep reveals, porches or 
erhangs to flutter in the wind.” @

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Intricate and richly or- 
namented, the central 
tower of the house 
(right and below) is like a 
Victorian pinnacle, or a 
turret, and serves as a 
unifying focal point.

than silvery cedar siding.” This ro- 
mantic image of a castle is enhanced 
by several notions dear to the hearts 
of the Canadian French, who have a 
penchant for the neo-Gothic: Nar- 
row spiky dormers break the roof- 
line and point to the peaked tower; a 
sprawling, asymmetrical massing of 
forms supports the pinnacle and tall 
himneys of differing heights. Al- 
though the feeling is of a sweeping 


verticality, in reality, this house— 
like most modern houses—has been 
designed in relationship to its site. 
Because of the extreme winds, roofs 
are long and low, merging with the 
horizon at times. Just as the tower is 
the dominating architectural element 
of the exterior so, too, is it—a free- 
standing, pine octagon—the focal 
point of the interior. This three-sto- 
ry-high tower, with its traditional

ornamentation, is a modern idea, an 
idea inspired by Mr. Rose’s former 
mentor, architect Charles Moore. 
The giant piece of furniture or ca- 
binetry, a baldachino of sorts (the 
symbolic center of the house), offers 
a variety of experiences. If one is on 
the ground floor (top left), the sculp- 
tural quality of the tower is promi- 
nent. This oblique view through the 
various layers of the structure ex- 


tends the full 28 feet of the tower. 
From the second level, one can look 
down over the inner railings to the 
entry hall below to welcome those 
arriving. And from the top of the 
tower, there is a nestlike perch, a 
lookout through the four Gothic 
windows on each side of the tower 
(lower left). What Mr. Rose has done 
here in the tower, and in the rest of 
the house, is to merge imagery with 


function: Ideas are strong, but the 
house really works for the lively 
family of five that occupies it. The 
interior, like the style of the facade, 
is eclectic—part modern, part tradi- 
tional. Under the deft guidance of 
Montreal interior designer Elizabeth 
Ebberts, antiques and contemporary 
pieces blend in the living room and 
throughout the house. #

NOT FOR BATHING ONLY 


Designed for body and soul, this spacious bath 
sports a media room upstairs 


very bathroom, no 
matter how tiny, is a 
secret world—a 
wonderfully private place 
to be alone with your 
thoughts, to pamper your 
body and recharge your 
spirits. What makes this 
bathroom so splendid is 
that it takes the luxury of 
privacy one step farther: It 
has a travertine-encased 
tub for soothing the 
body—and a media room 
upstairs for stimulating the 
mind. Equipped with ev- 
erything a video buff 
would love, this room was 
a stroke of brilliance on the 
part of the designer, Rich- 
ard Himmel. The owners 
wanted to expand their 
too-tiny master bath to in- 
clude a seldom used dress- 
ing room—and he suggest- 
ed reaching out not just 
horizontally but vertically, 
to tap attic space above. 
“The moment an attic 
room was mentioned, we 
both envisioned it as a me- 
dia room,” says the owner. 
“We had wanted a big 
screen IV but quite simply 
didn’t have a good place to 
put it anywhere in the 
house.” In addition to their 


~new screen, the 20-by-14- 


foot media loft is equipped 
with every variety of video 
game and even a pinball 
machine (“It’s a sit-down 
one because the peak of 
the roof didn’t allow 
standing’’). It also has a 
desk, files for home office

link it with the outside 
world. The room’s feeling

Equally luxurious, the 
bath below has a get- 


away-from-it-all atmo- 
sphere that’s played up by 
the big skylight and the 
abundance of _ plants, 
which turn it into a sort of 
secret garden. (Where you 
might expect a secluded 
pool, there’s a whirlpool 
tub.) For lounging, a 
carved teak Burmese chair,

HOW A LONDON 
PHONE BOOTH BECAME 
AN AMERICAN SHOWER 


A spacious, modern bath wing 
that’s remodeled—right down to the shower 


ne of the problems 

with most historic 

houses is historic 
bathrooms. Once located 
outside the house, they’ve 
usually ended up as after- 
thoughts inside, plunked 
in awkward spaces—like 
the end of a hall, as in this 
1700s New England house. 

“To reach our bath, you 
had to walk through one of 
the children’s bedrooms,” 
says Scottie Held, citing 
the reason why she and 
her husband Rob decided 
to add a spacious modern 
bath and bedroom. What’s 
more, they dared to do it 
long distance—from Lon- 
don, where they’d been 
living for three years. 

“The house had a barn 
annex that had been par- 
tially converted into a 
kitchen. It was the perfect 
place to add the bath we 
wanted,” says Mrs. Held. 
Since the barn wasn’t visi- 
ble from the street, the 
Helds had the freedom to 
experiment with the archi- 
tecture and add big win- 
dows and skylights. - 

The remodeling pro- 
ceeded like clockwork with 
architect David Durrant 
sending the plans to En- 
gland, and the Helds send- 
ing changes back. The only 


snag: what to do for a 
shower. “We knew the 
bath would be open and 
spacious—and we wanted 
something that wouldn’t 
close it off.” 

The solution came from 
a friend’s chance comment: 
While walking down a 
street in London, he hap- 
pened to look at a phone 
booth and remark that it 
would make a great show- 
er. Instantly, the Helds 
were taking turns pretend- 
ing to scrub themselves in 
the phone booth to see if it 
was really shower sized (it 
happens to be three feet by 
three feet—the size of 
most stalls). But tracking 
down a booth to buy was 
another story altogether. 
“Tt was a bit confusing be- 
cause it turns out a tele- 
phone booth isn’t called a 
booth—it’s a kiosk.” Final- 
ly, the Helds located a 
booth—only to find out 
that it was solid cast iron 
and weighed 1,500 pounds. 

“It seems we developed 
a fetish for heavy things,” 
says Mrs. Held, who also 
brought back a taxi, cast- 
iron benches from St. Re- 
gent’s Park and three an- 
tique stoves (one of them 
heats the bedroom, bottom 
left). The Helds were able 


to ship the whole lot over 
by container (fortunately, 
you pay by container size, 
not weight). But getting a 
1,500-pound shower stall 
upstairs to the bath was an 
awesome task. 


t first we couldn’t 
get the pieces 
apart—they were 
literally rusted together. 
Then we couldn’t get the 
old, peeling paint off. We 
tried a man who cleans 
gravestones. Then a car 
painter, at which point it 
occured to us that if sand- 
blasters wouldn’t take the 
paint off, water wouldn’t. 
So we left the old paint on 
and restored the red color 
with new coats of rust- 
proof paint.” 

The Helds also had to con- 
struct a cement base for 
the phone/shower—and 
pray that the plumbing 
they’d installed matched 
the position of the holes 
they'd drilled in the show- 
er. Fortunately, it did. 
“Now our friends come 
back from England and 
say, ‘It’s amazing how 
clean the British are. Why 
there’s a shower on every 
corner in London!’

ike fashions, winery choices 
| change with the times. If 

California’s sustaining base 
throughout the years has been the 
old, established, large-production 
winery, the vogue of the past dec- 
ade has been the new, the small, 
the special winery. 

But change continues, and now, 
many of the historic titans are 
challenging the new vogue with 
special, limited-volume wines of 
their own. 

Some have created new top-line 
labels for premier wines. A few 
have always kept a small selection 
of their most notable wines sepa- 
rate from their mass production, 
prize wines known mainly to the 
cognoscenti of consumers. 

Now these special wines of re- 
stricted production have become 
the large wineries’ brightest jewels. 

California’s ebullient growth and 
experimentation began in the mid- 
1960s. Today, the state is home to 
470 wineries; about 350 of them 
were started since 1970. 

Most of the new wineries are 
small and often, the quality of their 
wine is high. But limited quantity 
does not guarantee limitless quali- 
ty, and not all of these wineries 
have succeeded. Yet, the success of 
some has evolved into a kind of 
cult of all small wineries. 

With the adoration has come 
high prices, and it is not uncom- 
mon for some Cabernet Sauvig- 
nons and Chardonnays to sell for 
$20 and $30. Some are magnificent 
wines. More, however, are over-

priced and disappointing. 

Meanwhile, the large establish- 
ments are marketing their top-line 
Cabernets for about $8 to $12, 
while their Chardonnays range 
from $6 to $12 (California prices). 

To taste them can be a revela- 
tion, and the quality of some may 
start you wondering if the Caber- 
net or Chardonnay that cost two or 
three or four times as much is two 
or three or four times better. 


ALMADEN VINEYARDS 

hen Almadén Vineyards en- 

tered the limited-produc- 
tion, higher-priced wine market in 
1978, it named its new label for the 
winery's 19th-century founder, 
French-born Charles Lefranc. Al- 
madeén produces nearly 12 million 
cases of wine a year. Under the 
Charles Lefranc label, it turns out 
about 45,000 cases. 

The grapes for this special label 
come from Almadeén’s huge hold- 
ings in Monterey and San Benito 
Counties, south of the winery’s 
Santa Clara County base. 

Notable among the varietals that 
winemaker Klaus Mathes produces 
is the Zinfandel, San Benito Coun- 
ty, Late Selection 1977. Made of 
grapes picked late in the harvest, 
the wine was fermented out so that 
it is dry. The wine is berryish and 
briary, rather full bodied, with a 
lingering finish. 

Almaden takes pride in its Pinot 
St. George. Of the two ’78s under 
the Lefranc label, the one made 
from San Benito grapes is the more 





interesting. The wine is distin- 
guished by its enormously full and 
smooth body which, along with 
nearly 14 percent alcohol, makes it 
a boon companion to hearty foods. 

Also under the Charles Lefranc 
label is Johannisberg Riesling, Se- 
lected Late Harvest 1979, a sweet, 
low-alcohol, golden wine with a 
lightly honeyed aroma. At $12, it is 
the most expensive Lefranc wine. 
Another Lefranc dessert wine is 
Gewurztraminer Late Fiarvest, 
1979—full bodied and rich with a 
powerful, spicy nose. 


BERINGER VINEYARDS 

he Rhine House, with its 

stone walls outlined in red- 
wood, has stood in Napa Valley 
since 1883 when the Beringer 
brothers built it as a replica of their 
family’s home in Mainz, Germany. 
The brothers were known as _ los 
hermanos, and today, a label under 
that name appears on nearly one 
million cases of wine. 

The winery’s other label is Ber- 
inger, with a yearly production of 
150,000 to 200,000 cases; a small 
percentage of these are Private Re- 
serve, Reserve and estate-bottled 
wines. 

When the winery was sold to 
Nestlé, Inc., in 1971, who then re- 
sold it to the Labruyeére family of 
France in 1974, Myron Nightingale, 
a skilled veteran winemaker, was 
hired. A spacious new winery was 
built, and he set aside special lots 
of wines from special vineyards.

Among the most outstanding of 
the current releases of special Ber- 
inger wines is his Chardonnay Pri- 
vate Reserve 1978, a mellow, round- 
ing wine with soft oak flavors; a 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Knights Valley 
Estate 1977—rich, full and forward 
enough to be enjoyed now; and Ca- 
bernet Sauvignon, Napa Reserve 
1977, Lemmon Ranch Vineyard, an 
elegant wine, with refined and com- 
plex flavors. 


CHRISTIAN BROTHERS 


igh in the hills west of Napa 
stands Mont La Salle Novitiate 


where the Christian Brothers direct 
their wine operations. 

It is here that about 40 years ago a 
young Brother began to develop the 
winery into one of the country’s ma- 
jor producers of reliable, appealing 
wines. His name is Brother Timothy. 

Until recently, these wines were 
all nonvintaged blends. Now, to es- 
tablish a top line among the 1.5 mil- 
lion cases produced each year, the 
white-and-gold Christian Brothers 
vintage-dated label has been created. 
Currently, these wines are 20,000 
cases of Cabernet Sauvignon, Pinot 
St. George, Chardonnay, Gewurztra- 
miner and Pineau de la Loire. 

Particularly notable is the Char- 
donnay. The 1978 is a rich, nicely 
complex wine with soft vanillin fla- 
vors. The 1979 has an appley fresh- 
ness with restrained oak tones. 


GALLO 


( | allo, the largest winery in the 
United States (estimated pro- 


duction: 250,000 cases a day), has 
only recently introduced a top vari- 
etal label. It bears the name “The 
Wine Cellars of Ernest & Julio 
Gallo,” the men who began this 
family-owned winery in 1933. Un- 
der this label is the first wine ever 
aged in oak by Gallo—a Chardon- 
nay that is a blend of the 1978 and 
1979 vintages (none of Gallo 





S wines

Clean, well-balanced and 1 
oaky, this wine lacks the complexity 


and full, rich flavors that can make 
Chardonnay a beautiful memory. 
But consider its price ($6), its avail- 
ability (26,000 cases to date) and its 
agreeable qualities, and you have 
good value, well worth trying. 

INGLENOOK VINEYARDS 

fter Gustave Niebaum, a Finn- 

ish sea captain, had made his 
fortune in the Alaskan fur trade, he 
wanted to sail the world. But Mrs. 
Niebaum preferred land to water, so 
he made his next adventure wine. 
Inglenook Vineyards was born in 
Napa Valley in 1879. It was sold in 
1964 to United Vintners, which later 
became part of Heublein. 

Under its new owner, the winery 
expanded production to six million 
cases a year. Of these, about 250,000 
cases are estate-bottled Napa Valley 
wines, and ‘’Cask’’ wines, those 
winemaker Thomas Ferrell considers 
above “Estate-bottled.” Currently, 
they range over 10 varietals, but the 
winery plans to concentrate on Ca- 
bernet Sauvignon and Charbono. 

Cabernet Sauvignon “Limited 
Cask” 1977 is a full-bodied, deep- 
colored, tannic wine of good balance 
and wonderful varietal characteris- 
tics; it will benefit from aging. 

Charbono 1977 is a dark-shaded 
vigorous wine that ages well. Ingle- 
nook, one of very few wineries that 
makes Charbono as a varietal, has 
vintages back to the 1930s. 

LOUIS MARTINI 

H or 41 of its 60 years, the family- 

owned Louis Martini Winery 
has been based in Napa Valley, and 
has offered good wines, especially 
reds, at reasonable prices. The win- 
ery has changed hands with the gen- 
erations, from Louis Michael Martini 
to his son Louis Peter who has head- 
ed the winery since 1960. Louis Pe- 
ter’s son Michael is now the win- 
ery’s oenologist; the next generation 
is ready. 

The Martinis produce 325,000 
cases a year. Usually, about 2,000 
cases of the regular vintage wines 
are set aside for extra aging; they are 
labeled Private Reserve. ‘Special Se- 
lection” wines, on the other hand, 
are separate batches. The best of the 


pick, they are made in limited 
amounts; in those years when the 
Martinis feel the wine is up to Spe- 
cial Selection quality. 

Well-aged and still available are 
the Cabernet Sauvignon Special Se- 
lection 1974—medium full, smooth, 
balanced, with a peppery Cabernet 
nose, and with a deft touch of oak; 
and Zinfandel Special Selection, 
California Mountain 1974—subtle 
Zinfandel flavors, a degree of earthi- 
ness and a long, satisfying finish. 
The same wine, 1975 vintage, is 
smooth and slightly lighter bodied, 
its oak well blended into the flavors. 

PAUL MASSON VINEYARDS 

aul Masson Vineyards is one of 

California’s largest, with a total 
production of seven million cases. 
About 25,000 cases are the Pinnacles 
Selections—estate-bottled, vintage- 
dated, premium whites from their 
vineyards in Monterey County. 

The Fumé Blanc ’78, aged in 
French oak six months, is mildly 
oaky, medium bodied and has a 
pleasant, lightly grassy character. 

The Gewurztraminer is distinctive 
with its spicy aroma. The Chardon- 
nay tends to be fruity and rather 
light bodied; it, too, is aged in oak. 

SEBASTIANI VINEYARDS 

Levee Samuele Sebastiani 

purchased the winery in Sonoma 
town in 1904. By the 1960s, his son 
August had changed it from a bulk 
producer to one that put its own 
name on the bottle. Since August’s 
death in 1980, his son Samuel is put- 
ting his own imprint on the winery. 

Primary among his changes is the 
emphasis on the Sebastiani Propri- 
etor’s Reserve wines. He has been 
holding the best wines of each vin- 
tage for the Proprietor’s label— 
Sam’s signature under an eagle. 

Among the Proprietor’s Reserves 
that I’ve most enjoyed is the Caber- 
net Sauvignon 1976, a medium-bod- 
ied wine with an aroma rich in grape 
flavors, a taste rich in good fruit. 

My most memorable Proprietor 
wine, however, is the Barbera 
1976—fragrant, ripe, full bodied and 
full flavored, a sturdy wine to go 
with sturdy foods.@

VEGETABLES! 
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CHICKEN CHORIZO 





This is a version of the ubiquitous 
chicken with rice found in the South 
American countries. Puerto Rico is the 
actual home of this dish made with egg- 
plant, tomatoes, green peppers and the 
spicy Spanish sausage called chorizo, 
available in Spanish groceries. If you 
cen’t find it, use sweet Italian sausage 
instead. 


1 pound chorizo 
broiler chickens, in pieces

Fala, was a cherished companion, 
and never far from the President. 
The dog even attended the forming 
of the Atlantic Charter aboard the 
USS Augusta at sea in the North At- 
lantic. Pictures exist of this dog at 
the feet of F.D.R. and Winston 
Churchill as they planned the strate- 
gy for World War II. 

And will history ever allow us to 
forget President Nixon’s Checkers or 
the famous beagles of the Johnson 
Administration? Probably the most 
lovable White House pet of recent 
times was Liberty, the golden re- 
triever belonging to President Gerald 
R. Ford, a gift to him from his 
daughter Susan. 

President and Mrs. Reagan, like so 
many First Families before them, are 
animal lovers. Their four dogs and 
five horses have free run of their 
688-acre ranch in the lush country- 
side of Santa Barbara. We are told 
they tend to stay close to home nev- 
ertheless. The dogs are named Taca, 
a husky; Millie, a black Labrador re- 
triever; Victory, a golden retriever 
given to the President in 1980 in 
Wisconsin while he campaigned 
there (considering the outcome of 
the election, it is clear to see why 
that dog is held in such high esteem 
by the family); and Freebo, a ran- 
dom-bred dog who belongs to their 
daughter Patti Davis. 

The horses are Little Man (thor- 
oughbred), No Strings and Catalina 
(quarter horses), Qwalianko (Arabi- 
an) and Will’s Fancy (saddle bred). 
They all run free and are only sta- 
bled for feeding. The Reagans ride 
the horses often in the mornings, 
and the dogs almost always tag close

azalea springtime) and the 175-mile 
chain of skinny islands called The 
Outer Banks (drive it, maybe camp 
overnight with the sea birds, or carry 
on to Kitty Hawk where the Wright 
Brothers’ exploits are memorialized 
in a museum) to the sky-high west- 
ern Great Smokies and the Cherokee 
Indian reservation (buy their exqui- 
site honeysuckle and split-oak bas- 
ketry) and stop enroute along the 
Blue Ridge Parkway at a mineral 
museum and see the gems you could 
dig for in these mountains.

minder of the prosperous Scots who 
started the town; Robert E. Lee’s 
Federal-style home is visitable, and 
you're near Mount Vernon. 

Fredericksburg seems a most inti- 
mate connection with Washington, 
so many of its buildings authentic. 
Mary Washington’s house and box- 
wood garden, for example, which 
connected handily to Kenmore, 
Washington’s sister Betty’s home 
(now restored) noted for its excep- 
tional ornamental plasterwork. 

In the state capitol at Richmond, 
Houdin’s statue of Washington is 
mesmerizing in its detail. Much 
more in Richmond—John Marshall’s 
house; St. John’s Church, where Pat- 
rick Henry said, “Give me liberty or 
give me death!” Wilton, the 1750 
James River home of William Ran- 
dolph (moved from its original site), 
a Georgian mansion notable to me 
for its collection of Jacobean glass. 

From Richmond, the most famous 
of James River plantation houses are 
easily drivable. Not to miss: Shirley, 
Where the Carter family has lived 
since the 18th-century, its staircase 
an architectural wonder, its rooms 
full of fine livable accumulations; 
Berkeley, a 1726 plantation, home to 
the patriot Harrison family, built on 
land where settlers celebrated the 
first Thanksgiving in 1619, antedat- 
ing the New England pilgrims’ feast. 
Sherwood Forest, its gardens as 
beautiful as its 1730 frame house. 

This plantation route will lead you 
to Colonial Williamsburg, the re- 
markable reconstruction of our colo- 
nial capital. History is made palat- 
ably entertaining, houses and shops 
painstakingly furnished in period, 
crafts are demonstrated—sometimes 
taught—and a formidable program 
of events every day, all year. 

The annual Garden Symposium 
will be March 28 to 31 this year, and 
as in the whole state, some private 
homes will be open during Garden 
Week in ee April 24 to May 2.

son. A chair with an ottoman is the 
only other I can think of. Where 
does a chaise go? Today’s chaise 
goes in every room of the house and 
that includes the bath and kitchen. 
To some degree I think we suffer 
from a holdover of thought, that we 
associate chaises with the age of the 
boudoir. A small aside about bou- 
doirs, if you will. They were sanctu- 
aries. The room was used for reflec- 
tion, seduction, writing, for privacy 
and for refreshment. Not peculiarly 
feminine needs. Men have just as 
much reason to desire such a space 
as women. Now, a chaise is a mar- 
velous invention in a room that rep- 
resents a halfway point between rest 
and activity. Say the word chaise and 
an image of Madame Recamier or 
Czarina Alexandra on her mauve 
chaise comes to mind. But Charles 


Eames’s world-famous chair 
of leather and wood is in prin- 
ciple a chaise. The ottoman is 
included in the overall design, 
bringing the feet off the floor 
as he intended. Consider the 
deck chair. Cruise passengers 
are practically fused to them. 
So beautifully crafted is the 
wood that it seems to mold 
itself to the body, rather than 
the other way around. If all 
this sounds a bit romantic, 
well fine. Let it. Precious little 
" romance finds its way into the 
daily roil, perhaps another 
reason for the chaise’s appeal. 
In the scheme of things, a 
chaise may seem a luxury but 
why not reconsider where one 
might be used? Length is the 
only factor that need be reck- 
oned with. Where you might 
place an easy chair, a bench, or a 
recliner, a chaise may fit. A chaise 
takes the same accessories you'd use 
in bed: a tray for a meal, a short- 
legged table for a writing surface. 
You might fix up a chaise the way

n little more than ten

Quality is something you feel, 
something sensed. It is a very per- 
sonal response to surroundings, to 
an object in hand, to a certain word- 
less zest or appreciation of being. 
You can’t teach it, or prove it; one 
can barely grasp it, except you most 
certainly know when you have 
found it! 

Exposing yourself to quality is 
simple enough. Museums are filled 
with it. I remember when I was first 
beginning my work in London, a 
time when I was poor, and of course, 
the museums there are all free, so I 
could go and feast for free on the 
magnificent painting and sculpture. 
You can train the eye to recognize 
ind appreciate something of quality, 
but that in no way assures that you 
like it.

Generally speaking, well-made 
things do cost more, but that doesn’t 
mean that the quality is there. 
Young couples starting out in their 
first houses or apartments are faced 
with making decisions about quality 
with almost every purchase. I try to 
guide them toward the things that 
will last—one of quality’s great 
characteristics. Well-made furniture 
lasts about 20 years; good fabrics, 
properly cared for, about 10. As an) 
investment, quality yields dividends, 
but you have to start out with the 
real thing, and young marrieds’ bud- 
gets have to be carefully evaluated. 

By and large, my clients are will-| 
ing to make the financial commit- 
ment to quality purchases, and most 
of them do it one step at a time. 
They'll make one important pur- 
chase of furniture, or one expensive 
investment in better walls or floors 
or some other aspect of the room’s: 
shell. They have the confidence to 
put their money where it may not 
necessarily show. Quality does 
speak in a still voice—I believe it 
reminds us gently of its pleasure.™

The restaurant is small and cozy, 
seating only 30 at two sittings, 6 and 
9 p.m. We took the latter. My advice 
is to fast for a couple of days before 
you go. The food is perfection and 
the presentation superb. Our host, 
Georges Perrier, explained each sug- 
gestion on the menu, patiently and 
thoroughly. Listening proved as de- 
lectable as eating. 

Everyone always asks about the 
dessert cart in good French restau- 
rants. This one was unbelievable. 
There was no way to gracefully 
choose, so we each had three tastes 
of three separate desserts providing 
ourselves with nine tastes. The only 
sensible solution, you understand. 
And, shrewdly speaking, not that 
horrifyingly caloric. 

After coffee served with a silver 
tray of the tiniest, most luscious 
cookies, we braved our way up Mar- 
ket Street for a quick peek at what 
were the goings-on in The Hunt 
Room of the Bellevue Stratford Ho- 
tel. A good lively jazz band as it 
turned out. 

Early Saturday morning 
finds everyone bargain 
hunting at the Ninth Street 
Market, also called the Ital- 
ian Market. Produce, poul- 
try, seafood, cheeses, past- 
ries, fresh fish and _ staples 
by-the-barrel are lined up in- 
to the streets for shoppers. 
The Spice Corner on Ninth 
was my particular heaven— 
bulk quantities of curry and 
cumin, mustard seeds and { 
whole spices, coffees, dried 
and glacéed fruits all 
there super-low 
prices. Claudio’s 
for 


especially the 


very expensive grated Parmesans, 
were happily reasonable. Though 
the market runs six days a week, 
Saturday is the day all Philadelphia 
turns out. The feeling is late-19th 
century and not to be missed. 

As it was cold, about three quar- 
ters of an hour was the most we 
could devote to poking, so we re- 
paired to Pat’s, corners of Ninth and 
Passyunk, for a city specialty—cheese 
steaks. They’re thin, thin sliced 
strips of beef quickly sautéed in oil 
and layered into a hoagie that’s 
dressed with melted cheese. Forget 


about what it sounds like—it’s yum- | 


my. And a splash of Tabasco sauce 
does it justice. We three shared one 
for a substantial mid-morning snack, 


though I’m assured it’s no trick to | 


putting one or two whole ones 


away. Pat’s or Jim’s (the major ri-— 
vals) or any of dozens of other 


street-side cookeries offer them 24 

hours a day.

alone. The city sponsors The Foun- 
dation for Architecture at 117 South 
17th St., where an itinerary can be 
drawn up for you, but I just wanted 
to wander through this on-going 
restoration. Every conceivable effort 
has been made to preserve the aura 
of late-18th-century living here. 
Even the power lines have been 
cleverly hidden so as not to obstruct 
the sightlines. Society Hill was 
named by William Penn, who au- 
thorized this part of the city to be 
the focus of marketing, hence the 
Free Society of Traders met and did 
its business here. Head House with 
its market stalls is the surviving tes- 
timony to the older tradition. Soci- 
ety Hill is negotiable in about an 
hour’s time. American and Phillips 
Streets are particularly charming. 
Many facades bear firemarks and 
contributorships, cast-iron medal- 
lions of memberships to local fire 
companies—Philadelphia inaugurat- 
ed the first insurance system in 
America. Near Penn’s Landing at the 
edge of the Delaware is the Perle- 
man Antique Toy Museum, three 
floors of old-fashioned fun. Trains, 
dolls, horse-drawn carriages of wood 
and silk, whimsies of every sort. I 
loved it. And you should nip into 
The Bourse, a recycling of the his- 
toric Monetary Exchange Building, 
which today houses chic shops and a 
cluster of café/restaurants. And 
while poking around Head House 
Square, duck into Koffmeyer’s bak- 
ery for its Head House “squares,” de- 
licious vanilla brownies. 

Society Hill is also replete with 
gardens. As I was there in winter my 
imagination can only fill in the in- 


| numerable plots and vines I saw ev- 
| erywhere throughout the district. 


A quick look at South Street sug- 
gests a community reminiscent of 
the 1970s—leather shops, bookstores

A. Tea service was an im- 
portant event during the 
18th and 19th centuries. Tea was served after dinner 
from special cups, saucers, pots and other equipment 
that was exclusively designed for use with tea. In the 
18th century, ceramic or silver En- 
glish tea sets were made. They in- 
cluded cups or deep saucers that 
were sometimes used like teapots, 





sugar bowls or creamers. The hot 
teapot had a matching stand so the 
table would not be marked. All of 
these dishes were then placed on a 
tray and tea was served. 

The early trays were made of 
heavy silver. Decorated tin trays 
were also used, but they frequently 
became rusty. Papier-maché trays 
became popular because they were 
lightweight. The decoration on trays 
was displayed like painting. 

The shape and design of your tray 
indicates that it dates from the early 
19th century. If it is in good condi- 
tion, it is worth about $850.

of the suburbs. Homes of the early 
settlers were abandoned to the poor, 
who could not afford to leave. Too 
many families crowded into houses 
built for one family; repairs and 
maintenance were neglected, and 
squalor set in. By the 1920s, in the 
wake of this destructive pattern, all 
but a few Georgetown families had 
fled, leaving their handsome Federal 
homes to deteriorate and decay. 

These homes were discovered by 
young people comiig to Washington 
to work in Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
New Deal administration and who 
could not afford to buy houses in 
the fashionable suburbs. They saw 
the Cinderella potential in the dere- 
lict houses, which could be bought 
for very little money. Banks refused 
them mortgages; family and friends 
were convinced they had taken leave 
of their senses. But with the eternal 
optimism, confidence and persis- 
tence of pioneers, they forged ahead 
with basic renovation and important 
finishing touches: sparkling new 
paint and carriage lamps, shrubs and 
flowers. The impact of one such vis- 
ible transformation in a block of 
dingy houses can be powerfully ef- 
fective. It wasn’t long before the evi- 
dence of their efforts attracted other 
renovators. The resurrection of 
Georgetown proved that the tide of 
neighborhood blight can be reversed 
through individual initiative. 

New Orleans’ Vieux Carré had 
been left to rot by the 1930s. The 
unique old houses, built in a com- 
bined French-and-Spanish style pri- 
or to the Louisiana Purchase, were

mid-1940s, the major impetus for re- 
vival that is now reaching nearly ev- 
ery part of the United States began 
in the late 1950s. The year 1959 saw 
the first urban renewal programs 
based on restoration rather than 
wholesale demolition of old houses. 
One of these programs, in the area 
adjacent to our neighborhood, was 
on New York’s Upper West Side, 
and another saved the brick colonial 
houses of William Penn’s first settle- 
ment in Philadelphia—now an his- 
toric and incomparably charming 
community called Society Hill. 

A woman played the leading role 
in the drama of Providence, and an- 
other woman single-handedly led 
the way to restoration of early 
buildings in neighboring Newport. 
The Providence Preservation Society 
was founded in the 1950s to prevent 
the loss of 18th-century houses to 
the expansion plans of Brown Uni- 
versity. The society did an excellent 
landmark study showing how resto- 
ration could be combined with ur-

bout 13 miles from Philadel- 
phia on the banks of the 
Delaware River stands Anda- 

lusia, the country home of James 
Biddle and former residence of Bid- 
dle congressmen, naval officers, state 
senators, diplomats, lawyers and one 
famous banker, Nicholas, an early- 
19th-century American and a most 
prominent financier. Andalusia, at 
one time a complex of many build- 
ings and houses, is a living record of 
architectural styles of the mid-19th- 
century. The Big House, as it is 
called by the family, was built by 
Benjamin Latrobe in 1806 and re-

‘Vince the days of William Penn, 
Philadelphia families have had

The second 
house, The Cottage, a small country 
dwelling in the Gothic Revival style, 
was built in the 1830s and enlarged 
to its present size by Thomas U. 
Walter in the 1850s. Victorian Goth- 
ic Revival, a passion in America and 
Europe during the 19th century, 
celebrated the legend and mystery of 
the Middle Ages, while focusing on 
wonderfully painted details. The 
Victorian American version was 
more restrained than the English and 
Irish varieties (and was cheerfully 
lacking in the religious overtones 
more apparent in Europe). At its best 
the Gothic Revival style was charm- 
ing and romantic 

Andalusia was always a working

OLD-WORLD SPLENDOR 


IN A CLASSIC TOWN HOUSE 


Vivacious Rittenhouse Square, in the heart of 
Center City, is host to a world-class 
art collector who entertains on a grand scale

The grand gesture of the house, a steel-and-reflective-glass 
wall, is revealed once one has reached the living room 
level (above). In this three-story-high space that culminates in a 
large skylight, design tension exists between the 33-foot-high 
wall and the dramatic staircase that zigs and zags through the 
wall at every level (see drawing, left). The doors in the gridded 
wall visually disappear when closed. This helped Chrysalis 
Architects achieve another design goal—that of allowing the 
staircase to be read as a non-functioning, sculptural 
object. When the doors are closed, the gridded wall appears 
to have no openings, so the staircase appears to go 
nowhere. Another illusion is that the staircase is floating. 
Actually this seemingly weightless design is 
3/4 - inch black granite over a plaster zig-zag form 
with steel beams buried inside.

One would not usually consider a dinner of duckling quick, but this one can be prepared in just an 
hour. The very unusual combination of sour cherries and duckling is wonderful, the taste of both 
heightened by generous sprinklings of freshly ground black pepper. The origin of the dish is Limousin, 
France, famous for its sour cherries and sour cherry clafouti. 

Accompany the duck with a robust red wine, perhaps a spicy, fruity zinfandel such as Ridge York 
Creek 1978 or 1981 Montevina Nuevo. Recipes serve 2 to 3. 


4. Place duck on heated platter and keep 
warm. Add broth to pan, skim off excess 
fat, add remaining cherries and simmer 5 
minutes.

Below are some of the members’ favorite recipes. 


PLANKED SHAD 
WITH ROE SAUCE 


According to club legend, planked 
shad was invented in the 1760s by an 
apprentice who was a little too overcome 
by punch to prepare the fish in the usual 
manner. Instead, he split the fish, nailed 
it to. an old oak rudder, and stood it by 
the fire where he basted the shad until it 
was done. The technique was so success- 
ful that it is still in use today. 








5-pound shad 

1 bouquet of potherbs (you can 
also use parsley and 
watercress, or dill, to taste) 
Melted butter 
Roe Sauce (see recipe below) 





| | It is Fish House tradition to split the 
shad, removing first layer of bones, and 
then to place fish in an enamel pan with 
cider vinegar, for 2 hours or so, to dis- 
solve bones. Since filleting shad is com- 
plicated for the uninitiated, however, it 
is recommended that you buy your fish 
already filleted. 

| | Tradition also calls for nailing the 
shad, skin side down, to a 2-inch-thick 
hickory plank (citizens use cut nails). 
Then take potherbs and attach them to a 
small branch with string. Using impro- 
vised brush, baste shad with butter and 
herbs, and stand plank before an open 
fire (planks at the Fish House have a 
small stick in the back to be used as a 
hinge for standing). 

[_] Cook the shad before the fire, basting 
frequently, until a paring knife comes 
out clean. (Allow 30 to 45 minutes, but 
watch the fish carefully to make sure it 
doesn’t overcook.) 

[| | An alternative method, which by- 
passes the plank, is to place the shad in 
baking dish and bake in a slow oven 
(approximately 225°) 2 hours or more, 
until knife can be inserted and removed 
clean. Shad can also be broiled (allow 5 
to 6 minutes per pound), but the dangers 
of overcooking are The shad 
must be basted continually.

IRS TAX TIPS 


For Single Taxpayers 


If you maintained a home for a parent, 
child, or other relative, you may be 
able to file as Head of Household and 
pay less than filing as a single 
taxpayer. 


If you pay for the care of your child or 
a disabled dependent so you can 
work, you may be able toclaima 


credit up to $400 if you have one 
qualifying dependent, or up to $800 if 
you have two or more qualifying 
dependents. 


If you receive alimony, it is con- 
sidered taxable income to you. On 
the other hand, if you are required to 
pay alimony you may deduct these 
payments from your gross income. 
You need not itemize deductions to 
claim alimony payments.

2. Scratch the soil surface about a 
half-inch deep with an iron rake. 

3. Using a spreader, apply the cor- 
rect seed mixture for your location 
(full sun, shade, etc.). Follow the 
manufacturer’s recommended rates 
of application. 

4. Follow with a spreading of a 
high-phosphorus fertilizer, formu- 
lated for seedlings. 
| 5. The soil must be kept moist but 
mot flooded until the seedlings are 
about an inch high. 

6. Continue to mow grass short for 
four to six weeks; then set the mow- 
er blades to their normal height— 
about two inches. In late spring feed 
ith a normal lawn fertilizer, and 
apply a broadleaf weed control (for 
dandelions and the like).

DECORATING DIARY 


The original “wall unit,” the armoire offers storage 


t just may be that 
the closet is an 
American invention. 
Everywhere else in 
the world, linen, clothing 
and books have been 
stored in freestanding 
cabinets. Bibliotheques held 
books, chests held blan- 
kets and quilts, and ar- 
moires, originally intend- 
ed to hold armor, were 
adapted for clothes stor- 
age with rods, sliding 
drawers or shelves. To 
space-poor apartment 
dwellers today, the ar- 
moire offers storage solu- 
tions that go well beyond 
clothing—you're as likely 
to find one fitted out for 
a sound system, TV or 
dry bar as you are to find 
them holding stacks of sweaters! 
Today’s most desirable piece of 
furniture among the young starting 
to decorate their first houses and 
apartments is a pine armoire. And 
the favorite finish is the scrubbed or 
stripped variety, the transitional col- 
or. While it ranges from a soft milky 
| shade to a somewhat more reddish 
| tone depending on the amount of 
resin the wood contains, this natural

Where armoires are concerned, there 
is no such thing as a ceiling being 
“too low”; if the top of the armoire 
fits with an inch or two to spare, its 
design blends with wall and ceiling. 
The flat doors imitate walls, though 
sometimes they are paneled or 
dressed up with a subtle metal mesh 
backed with shirred silk. In Europe, 
armoires are often placed in every 
room of the house. You needn’t limit 
your thinking as to where one could 
do the best storage job for you. A 
kitchen, a hallway or entry may 
work if you feel your bedroom or 
living room is too narrow. 

“The condition and quality of an 
armoire should matter more than 
when it was made,” says Blair Cat- 
terton, the head of Blair House, a 
New York furniture-importing com-

solutions that go well beyond the safekeeping of clothes 


furniture made in the tra- 
ditional way is that it is 
built to last a lifetime.

Few, 
however, remain undis- 
covered in France, Spain, 
Italy or Portugal, and 
their prices when they are 
unearthed can be prohib- 
itive. That doesn’t mean 
that we don’t continue to 
try to find them.”

More American and Eu- 
ropean manufacturers are 
turning to the beauties of 
country oak and pine fur- 
niture that celebrate the 
influences of American 
regional and European provincial de- 
sign. Mr. Catterton’s Marktex of

twelve styles of armoires alone. New 
American versions are being finished 
in colonial shades of mustard, sky 
blue, vegetal green and weathered 
red. With age, the painted finishes 
should develop the patina that is the 
glory of use, care and time. 

The_care and feeding of anything 
pine is relatively simple. A swipe of 
soap with a damp cloth followed up 
with a light coat of butcher’s wax is 
usually all that’s necessary according 
to Mr. Catterton. 

Given that the armoire is the 
original “wall unit,” all it takes is a 
rethinking of its function for you to 
see that its size need not restrict. 
Instead, turn that size into the 
room’s focus around which other 
furnishings, austere or decorated, 
happily blend.—PAULA RICE JACKSON

Although choosing a silver pattern 
is still a rite associated with becom- 
ing engaged, many young women 
begin collecting forks, spoons and 
knives piece by piece to use for en- 
tertaining while they are single.

because even the big outfits can only handle a wedding 
or two a day. “When a bride consults me, the first thing 
I want to know is the style of the wedding.” Is it going 
to be elegant, Victorian, nostalgic, country or tradition- 
al? “Most people haven’t thought everything out, so I 
conduct an hour interview and find out as much as I can 
about the bride’s plans and the cast of characters. Then 
I visit the church and reception area, often with the 
bride and her mother, and a week before the wedding, 
phone to run through everything again.” 

A word about budget: It’s best to tell a florist your 


general dollar range right at the outset because that way 


he or she can help you get the most for your money. 
“Some people ifraid they'll be talked into some- 
thing more expensive, but this is rarely the case. I 
usually make a r my clients to sign that spells 
everything out Tozer.

As far as personal flowers go, the bride and hei 
bridesmaids, the groom and the ushers will all neec 
flowers, but the decision to include mothers, fathers 
grandmothers and important relatives is individua 
these days. “I always suggest that when in doubt, cli- 
ents ask if a guest would like a flower. Often it’s nice tc 
plan to give flowers to someone who’s traveled a great 
distance to the wedding. A flower is the simplest way tc 
make someone feel special,” says Mrs. Tozer. 

Bridal bouquets can be as simple as a bundle of 
narcissus tied together or as formal as flowers arranged 
in florist’s foam. ‘““My favorite is a bouquet of individ- 
ually wired flowers—they have more spray than a tiec 
bundle, and they’re less stiff than foam arrangements,’ 
says Mrs. Tozer, who adds that “Lady Diana carried 
this kind of bouquet at her wedding.” If the bride 
would like to keep her bouquet, the florist can make 4 
smaller version for throwing at the reception.

Bone china is very similar to porce- 
lain in its translucency and fineness 
of form, but put two unglazed bone 
china and porcelain plates side by 
side on a pure white cloth and you'll 
notice that only the bone china plate 
will match the cloth’s dazzling 
white. The reason: Bone (from the 
shin of an ox) added to the clay 
gives it a special, extra-white color. 


TIPS ON SHOPPING FOR CHINA 

The best way to choose a china 
pattern is to spread out a set—from 
the dinner to dessert plates. This 
helps you judge the effect of the 
entire pattern, as well as to examine 
it for color consistency from piece to 
piece. However with hand-painted 
sets, variation is part of the pottery’s 
charm. Pick up the plates, bowls and 
saucers to see how they feel to you. 
Every piece, especially the teacup, 
should be comfortable for both men 
and women. 

What to look for in examining 
each piece: The glaze should be 
smooth, without any bubbles or stri- 
ations. If there is any gold or plati- 
num trim on the plate or cup, check 
to see that it is even. At even the 
largest factories, all gold detailing is 
painted by hand—and if you’ve ever 
tried to paint a line around a circle, 
you'll know that the width of your 
beginning stroke may not match 
your end stroke, so be sure to check 
gold rims for evenness. 

Since china tends to shrink from 
the first firing to the second, once in 
a great while a plate will warp and 
either acquire a dome in the center 
or a recess, in which case it is called 
a “spinner” because it can literally 
be spun on the table. 

Finally, be sure to check on the 
future availability of your china pat- 
tern. Most reputable companies will 
guarantee replacement for a certain 
number of years, even if your pat- 
tern is discontinued. If you’re

buying a pattern when abroad, be 
sure to check to see if the same pat- 
tern is available in the U.S. Some- 
times it isn’t. 

Which style is best for you? Color 
and pattern are all 
choices, but keep in mind the style 
of your silver and crystal. The gen- 
eral rule is that, of the three compo- 
nents of a tablesetting, two ornate 
elements should be balanced by one 


individual 


simpler one. Thus, if you’ve inherit- 
ed fancy crystal and silver, your best 
bet will be a simple china pattern. 
But if your crystal is plain and your 
silver is ornate, you can indulge your 
fancy for elaborately decorated chi- 
na. As far as color goes, most people 
have a general idea about the color 
ranges they'd like in their houses, 
whether it be blues or beiges. Know- 
ing this, you'll be able to select a 
china pattern with an eye to what 
will look best in your dining room. 

How many place settings do you 
need? Eight place settings should be 
enough for most formal dinners, but 
the ideal number is 12 since it’s not 
uncommon to have more than eight 
for coffee and dessert or a casual 
party. 

New style idea: To stretch your 
fine china set, choose a casual 
stoneware or earthenware pattern in 
a complementary palette or style. 
That way when you have a big buf- 
fet you can combine both sets of 
dinnerware—with very beautiful re- 
sults. Another new twist to the tra- 
ditional china set is to choose a dif- 
ferent pattern for a butter plate or 
soup bowl, one with a border or flo- 
ral pattern, to set off solid dinner 
plates. Or experiment with different 
shapes—mix an octagonal plate with 
round plates to give your place set- 
ting a little extra flair.

them. That way there’s little danger 
of scratching plates. Avoid using 
serrated steak knives with all china, 
but especially with earthenware, 
which has a softer glaze. 

While dishwashers are not in 
themselves a hazard to fine china, 
hot water, strong detergents and jos- 
tling are. So if your dishwasher tem- 
perature can’t be controlled or your 
detergent is too strong, it’s best to 
wash fine china by hand. If there is 
any gold or platinum trim, avoid 
dishwashers altogether. 

Since porcelain and fine china are 
so beautiful, most people tend to 
save them for special occasions, but 
you really should never be afraid to 
use your china. Despite its extreme 
delicacy, porcelain is a remarkably 
sturdy material—made to last not 
just generations but centuries. ™

Where are they from and what are they worth?

M any families who move to condominiums do 


not want a completely fresh start. They want 
to take their furniture and their way of life with 
them. To illustrate a decorating style for families 
who want all the comforts of home—their old 
home—plus new services and conveniences, the edi- 
tors of House Beautiful, with the help of Scruggs- 
Myers, decorated one of the graceful new Pelican 
Place townhouses in Belleair, Florida. The finely de- 
tailed woodwork, handsome French doors and 
sweeping stairs give these condominiums the 
warmth and character of older houses, and their gen- 
erously proportioned rooms provide a fitting back- 
drop for traditional furniture.

It took a long time, but it has fi- 
nally begun to happen—the condo- 
minium has grown up. Or perhaps it 
would make more sense to say that

and not in the world of quick, cheap 
little boxes that most of us still bring 
to mind when we hear the word con- 
dominium. For most of us, the condo- 
minium has just been that—the dull 
little box that looks as if it had been 
assembled from a kit of parts, a form 
most attached housing took, from 
Maine to California. There were a 
few exceptions and it was never 
hard to prove that some condomin- 
iums were better than others, but 
there was still a dreary sameness to 
most of them. No wonder people 
who had spent most of their lives in 
conventional houses were made ner- 
vous by the condominiums of the 
‘60s and early ’70s. These people 
would tell you the sense of being 
cheek by jowl made them uncom- 
fortable—the knowledge that their 
living rcom wall was also someone 
else’s.

really the architecture: Those build- 
ings gave off an aura of having been 
stamped out by the thousands.

he American dream—a home of one’s own—has 
not disappeared forever, eaten up by rising costs of 
land, construction and fuel.

To Rubén de 
Saavedra, the interior designer who carefully restored, 
then furnished, the 1900 duplex, the best thing about 
this less strict contemporary look is that it cannot be 
“Tuined” by additions or subtractions. “If my clients see 
something they adore, they can buy it and add it to a 
room. This was not usually true of earlier, hard-edged 
designs that looked best a certain way.” Mr. de Saave- 
dra has held to the uncluttered, very precise furniture 
arrangement of contemporary interior design, but the 
pieces themselves are soft-edged, and antiques and ar- 
chitectural details enliven the rooms. Colors are soft as 
well. “The only time I used pure colors is in pillows in 
the living room” (left). Pale salmon glosses the handsome 
wood paneling and trim to create a tinted neutral back- 
ground for the quilted bronze silk on the sofa, the 
period stripe on the Louis XVI chair and the Japanese 
print on the armless chairs. Mr. de Saavedra kept to the 
same mauve-peach palette throughout because he 
wanted one mood for all rooms: “I wanted something 
that flowed from one space to another—to make each 
one look larger.’ Creating the illusion of width in the 
18-foot-wide townhouse led to other decorating de- 
vices: Bronze mirror covers one wall, and the fairly large 
sofa, when upholstered in bronze silk and placed 
against the mirror, seems absorbed by it.

The grace with which designer de Saavedra installed 
modern furnishings and the most up-to-date conve- 
niences against a turn-of-the-century background is 
most apparent in the media room (left, above) on the 
second floor of the duplex. Throughout the house Mr. 
de Saavedra restored and repaired everything before 
beginning to add built-ins or furniture. Here the plaster 
ceiling is new, as are the tiles around the fireplace, just 
opposite the television screen. The old shutters were too 
badly damaged to repair, so he had them copied exactly. 
When the shell was complete, he painted it rich mauve, 
and even added purple to the shutter stain and to the 
black paint around the television screen “‘to keep them 
from leaping out of the wall.” Everything in the room 
was artfully arranged to give the viewer the best picture 
and, at the same time, to blend electronic equipment 
into the environment as subtly as possible. Deep cabi- 
nets surround the screen and keep it from appearing too 
large; a stainless-steel coffee table, designed by Mr. de 
Saavedra, houses the projector. Its shiny surface reflects 
images of the room and keeps the equipment from 
seeming bulky. For daytime viewing, the louvered shut- 
ters keep out most sunlight; at night an uplight under 
the tree provides necessary illumination. The chaise, 
covered in a luscious stripe, and the plump chair, in 
mauve velvet, provide comfortable seating for television 
viewing. his room doubles as a guest room when the 
chaise, opening toward the wall to avoid disturbing the 
projector console, becomes a bed; a lacquered cabinet

qe most people their wedding day 
is the most special one of their 
lives. An essential that carries out 
the joyful! mood of the festivities is 
the wine you serve. 

While many wines and spirits are 
appropriate, a delightful party plan 
is to serve only one: the most fes- 
tive spirit of all—champagne. It’s 
perfect for the most formal or infor- 
mal wedding; for morning, noon or 
night; and nothing says “to you” 
like a toast in champagne. But which 


champagne to choose? There’s a vast 
selection. for every taste and bud- 
get—and some budget-worthy alter- 
natives as well. Here, what to buy, 


how much you'll need, and 


serve it. 


how to 


champagne, from the delim- 


ited Champagne district of France, is 
relatively expensive—and likely to 
become more so. (Weather condi- 
tions in the area were extraordinarily 
bad last growing season and hence 
production was severely curtailed.) 


ou have heard, no doubt, of 

most of the great French cham- 
pagnes. There are some 20 or 30 so- 
called grand marques or great names. 
All are good, though some may 
please you more than others. That’s 
not so much a matter of quality as it 
is of style. The great champagne 
houses have individual styles—light 
and dainty (Taittinger, Laurent-Per- 
rier), Or more austere (Bollinger, 
Krug), with many nuances in be- 
tween. Try several and choose the 


one you prefer, but remember you 
have your guests’ tastes to please be- 
sides your own. And be sure the 
champagne is brut, which means not 
sweet. 

With so many choices, perhaps 
price is a more logical guide. You 
may happen upon a sale or bargain 
lot. In that event you can pay as 
little as $12.50 a bottle, but normally 
you will pay $15 to $18 for the aver- 
age name-brand, nonvintage French 
champagne. There are more expen- 
sive ones, those made of the grapes 
single year, called vintage 
champagne, and there are the so- 
called prestige bottles. The latter are 
made from specially selected grapes, 
packaged in elaborate bottles. Vin-

Most experts figure on three 
drinks per guest, so if you’re using 
our-ounce champagne glasses, you 
should plan on a bottle for two to 
hree persons. That means you'll 
eed a case of 12 bottles for 30 peo- 
ple, give or take. Of course, you may 
decide to buy magnums, which look 
estive. Each equals two bottles, so 
divide everything in half. 

For a wedding of 100, allow three 
ases plus. You'll pay about $200 per 
ase, though prices vary widely. 
That’s figuring 10 percent off a case, a 
discount usually allowed by retailers.

missibly called champagne—in both 
California and New York State. 
From California, consider Christian

Kornell, $9.39; Chandon, $12.89; 
Schramsberg Blanc de Blancs 1979, 
$17. New York wines to choose from 
are Gold Seal Brut, $6.69; Taylor 
Brut, $7; Great Western Brut, $7.49. 

For a large number of guests, it’s 
best to rent glasses. Insist on cham- 
pagne flutes or eight-ounce tulip 
wineglasses. Ask your pourers to 
fill either of these only half full. 
That way, the bubbles can be fully 
released and appreciated. 

For a large wedding, a modest 
budget or if it suits your taste, you 
can serve a still wine, by itself or 
with spirits. A white wine is your 
best choice. Jt should be reasonably 
dry, chilled but not too cold, and 
served, like champagne, in good- 
sized glasses (eight-ounce are fine). 

Among the possibilities here are 
France’s whites from Macon or Bor- 
deaux at $8.50 to $20, or those from 
the Loire (Sancerre, Vouvray, Pouil- 
ly Fume) at $5 to $7.50 a bottle. 

Italy’s whites include Soave, Ver- 
dicchio or Pinot Grigio ($3 to $6.50). 
Germany’s best, for a wedding, are 


the drier Kabinet-style Rhines or 
Moselles ($3.50 to $8.50). 

You'll find the United States has 
many fine white wines. From Cali- 
fornia you can choose a Chardonnay 
(a little high priced—$5.50 to $14), 
Sauvignon Blanc (sometimes called 
Fume Blanc), Chenin Blanc, 
Gewurztraminer, Johannisberg Ries- 
ling, or one of the jug wines of a 
reputable producer. These average 
$3.50 to $7.50 a bottle. 


Po you may feel that cham- 
pagne or wine alone is simply 
not enough. Some guests may expect 
or prefer stronger spirits. 

Today, the fingers of two hands 
will count the kinds of drinks re- 
quested. Scotch, bourbon (and/or an 
American whiskey blend), vodka 
and gin are all you really need to 
have on hand. These liquors are 
strong—80 to 100 proof, which is 
about half alcohol. A jigger (14%, 
ounces) per drink means you'll get 
about 17 drinks per fifth or 21 to a 
quart. How much of each kind of 
spirit you will need depends on the 
time of year, the area of the country, 
preferences among your friends. But 
do remember, the white spirits are 
growing in popularity everywhere. 
For a summertime party of 100 you 
might have on hand two to three 
bottles of Scotch, one to two of 
bourbon, four of vodka, four of gin, 
one large dry vermouth, plus mixers. 
If you like, add a bottle of light rum 
to this. (If champagne and/or wine 
will also be flowing, you obviously 
won’t need as much hard liquor.) 
Whiskey should cost $6 to $9.50 a 
bottle, white spirits, $6 to $8.50. This 
is one occasion when it’s better to 
overbuy. 

All your planning should make for 
a lovely, gracious wedding. Every- 
thing for the bar can be gathered in 
advance—except the ice cubes. 
Make sure you have plenty (many 
places will deliver them). And, of 
course, this is one time when profes- 
sional help is really a help. For a 
very small wedding, though, re- 
member, there’s nothing too hard to 
do yourself.@

W ine bottles may be just the 
right shape for storing wine, 
but their design leaves something to 
be desired when it comes to pouring 
out the contents—as any host or 
hostess knows.

OW many images are 
brought to mind by the 
sight of a rocker on a 
porch? The familiar, reassuring 
setting brings forth memories, as 
well as the sweet anticipation of 







est well earned. A rocker and a 
porch seem inseparable in sum- 
mer, the way a rocker and a 
hearth go together in winter. Is it 
because of the refuge offered? Or 
is it comfort? Or a time out? Or is 
a rocker a starting place for the 
give and take of conversation? 
Time was when a family visit 
wasn't a matter of just a few 
hours’ talk. In the South especial- 
ly, a Sunday dinner lasted all day, 
a childhood visit with grand- 
mother through two months. In 
view of this sense of time, the 
porch with its furnishings—a 
rocking chair, a swing and per- 
haps a table or two—became an

outdoor room used from sunrise to 
sunset. 

While children found their 
“chairs” in the laps of grown-ups, 
grown-ups took their seats in rock- 
ers. All enjoy the rhythmic motion 
for sure. Time only improves on the 





physical and psychological pleasures 
jof the rocker. 

| Today’s rocker affords the same 
icomfort. A cotton quilt or a wool 
shawl may substitute for a blanket, 
‘but the association of warmth, of 
“wrapped” pleasure, remains. 

| In his book Centuries and Styles of the 
American Chair 1640-1970 (Dutton), 
Dr. Robert Bishop, director of the 
Museum of American Folk Art in 
New York City, presents evidence 
that rocking chairs may be an 
American invention. They became 
popular in the late 18th and early 


19th centuries, though we love to 
imagine that Colonial grandmothers 
of the 1660s had them too. 

The original Mammy’s bench or 
‘Joggling board” used in the South 
may have been the forerunner of the 
rocking chair. It consisted of wooden 
slats about six feet long affixed to 
sawhorses at each end. Whoever 
held the child in his or her arms 
would sit on the slats, whose give 
allowed for bouncing gently up and 
down until the baby was quieted. A 
sophisticated version of the Mam- 
my’s bench later developed from the 
deacon’s bench. The setteelike chair 
was set onto rockers, and at one end 
was added a binlike cradle space in 
which the child was placed, thus 
freeing mother’s hands for other 
work and assuring the child her 
company. The slats forming the

made from tree roots—an inter- 
esting facet of the style: Regional 
variations crop up in pockets 50 
miles or so from one another. Why? 
Because twig furniture designs origi- 
nate in families who tend to preserve 
their own style. Families making 
twig rockers use them and pass the 
know-how of their manufacture 
from generation to generation. The

How to Cool Your Rooms 
With Flowers and Scents 


hat is the 

definition of 

an artist?

as likely to consist of a

mass of flowers carefully selected for their 
color and proportion. This month he talks 
about using flowers in summer with a very 
matter-of-fact “less is more’ outlook. 


Flowers should provide relief in 
summer. Given summer’s heat and 
glare, flowers offer us the opportu- 
nity to take refuge in their “cool” 
colors and temperatures. But sum- 
mer flowers have to be chosen for 
that purpose. For example, many 
flowers in summer have sunshine- 
bright colors, so those are the ones I 
deliberately stay away from—the 
bright pinks, yellows and reds. I pre- 
fer more subtle shades instead—the 
colors of water lilies give you a good 
idea of the pastels that are cool to 
look at. Tall beach grasses make an- 
other good choice, as do flowering 
weeds found by the roadside. One 
large fishbowl into which you place 
a single blossom to float serenely 
alone offers refreshment to the eye; 
flat black or beige rounded stones 


| add dimension to this arrangement. 


Light and shadow are also very 
useful tools in decorating with flow- 
ers in summer. Give flowers plenty 
of room between one another.

A guest ranch vacation in the heart of Wyoming 


ho could re- 

sist an invi- 

tation to sam- 
ple the simple western 
style of life? To ride 
horses in the footsteps 
of the Indians, to ex- 
plore America’s remain- 
ing wilderness trails, to 
experience the wind- 
swept Rockies ... who 
indeed? When invited 
to Valley Ranch in 
northwestern Wyoming, 
my daughter, Camilla, 
and | felt like modern 
pioneers. We were de- 
lighted to accept. 

Dr. Oakleigh “Oak” Thorne II, 
one of America’s earliest wilderness 
protectors, has owned Valley Ranch 
since 1969. This land was home- 
steaded in 1892 by Jim McLaughlin 
and his wife “Buckskin Jenny.” 
From 1915 through the ’20s, ’30s and 
‘40s, Irving H. Larom and his wife 
Irma had made it the foremost west- 
ern guest ranch. 

The ranch’s genuine western life- 
style and its fine ambience reflect 
Dr. Thorne’s continual search for the 
best, pinpointed by furniture of Yel- 
lowstone knotted pine made by Tom 
Molesworth, authentic Indian paint- 
ings, Remington prints, traditional 
Navaho rugs and handmade Indian 
ceramic lamp bases with shades 
painted in the same designs. 

It was chilly as we walked across a 
wooden bridge toward our cabin 
called Little Waldorf; at 6,200 feet, 
despite hot days, crisp night tem- 


peratures can plummet below freez- 
ing. We had driven in pitch darkness 
from Cody, named for Buffalo Bill,

unable to see the huge rocks tower- 
ing above. Our cabin was built in 
the old-time western log fashion 
with an outside veranda and hitch- 
ing rail. Inside the logs bore distinct 
chip marks from the axes. The same 
logs used decoratively formed each 
bed head. Navaho Indian rugs, green 
leather furniture, cheerful red and 
white chintz curtains, Indian paint- 
ings and lamp shades depicting an- 
cient symbols made up the comfort- 
able sitting room. Comfortable and 
decidedly rustic. 

Before our eyes had barely closed, 
the bell over the kitchen roof 
clanged a warning, as it would 30 
minutes prior to each meal. Through 
the window we saw the sunlight ris- 
ing on rugged mountains of unbe- 
lievable beauty—shimmerings of 
pale gray and rusty rock layers. This 
Absaroka range rose to these heights 
50 million years ago. 

We pulled on thick western jeans, 
work shirts and cowboy boots— 
proper clothing for the outdoor life. 
Camilla and I then went into the 
dining room for breakfast. Before we 


had even sat down, oth- 
er families introduced 
themselves. Chef Mi- 
chael, up since 5:30 a.M., 
had been _ preparing 
breakfasts—first for the 
wranglers and then: for 
us. Western breakfasts 
are designed to satisfy 
appetites for a long day 
on the trail—blueberry 
pancakes, buttermilk 
griddle cakes, scrambled 
eggs, hash browns, ba- 
con, ham, sourdough 
bread, biscuits, grits, 
gravy and local honey 
served with uncount- 
able cups of fresh-brewed coffee. 
After breakfast we all set off for 
riding, pack trips, trout fishing, float 
trips or idling in the peace of this 
hidden valley. The corrals, barns and 
saddle house were bustling. Tied to 
the hitching rail, the horses waited 
for Corral Boss Ron to designate 
their riders. Each guest is assigned a 
horse suitable to his or her riding 
ability, weight and age. Previous rid- 
ing experience isn’t necessary, and) 
you quickly learn with instruction 
from the wranglers in charge. There 
are 52 horses to ride over the 660 
acres of meadow, timber and range. 
Our first ride was a slow one, a walk 
through cottonwood trees and short 
prairie grass, finished in a gentle 
trot. | 
We thirsty riders headed toward 
the sod-covered Spring House for 
Valley’s pure, soft and exceptionally 
cold water. It tastes like no other— 
rather like getting to know a fine 
wine. Others of our group went to 
the Trading Post for sodas and gos- 
sip. The Post’s supervisor, Shelley,

_ A smart breakfast needn’t always 
e a hearty one, as long as it con- 
ains the vitamins and minerals your 
ody needs to keep functioning 
moothly. The breakfast drink op- 
yosite contains skim milk—rich in 
alcium; fresh strawberries—loaded 
ith vitamin C; a dash of honey for 
weetness; and wheat germ. 

But to most of us the sine qua non 
f breakfast is the steaming hot 
frink—coffee or tea. Legend has it 
hat the powers of coffee were dis- 
overed about 850 a.D., when an 
Arabian goatherd named Kaldi was 
jurprised at the antics of his flock 
i fter eating red berries from a shrub. 
Tasting the berries, he, too, felt ex- 
yilarated and energetic. As early as 
he 16th century, the use of coffee 
ipread through the Arab world. And 
vy the 17th century, drinking coffee 
as so popular in London that the 
offee houses were the center of po- 
tical life. 

Today, Americans drink 50 per- 
tent of the world’s coffee supply. 
And a good cup of coffee is never 
more appreciated than at breakfast. 
How do you make it? There are 
many methods, but the drip pot is 
kenerally considered to yield the 
most consistently fine brew, An

automatic drip pot will give you ex- 
cellent coffee quickly and then keep 
it at the proper serving temperature. 

The kind of coffee beans you 
choose for breakfast is a matter of 
personal taste—most people prefer 
clean-flavored growths such as Co- 
lombian, Kona, Central American 
and East African, as opposed to the 
dark-roasted ones—but it is always 
vital that your coffee be properly 
ground and, most important, fresh. 
Whether coffee is ground fine, me- 
dium (proper for drip pots) or coarse, 
the particles must be uniform. 

Beans can be kept in the refrigera- 
tor or, even better, in the freezer. 
Always use an airtight container, 
and keep the beans away from foods 
with strong aromas. 

In his definitive book on the sub- 
ject, The Signet Book of Coffee and Tea*, 
House Beautiful columnist Peter 
Quimme gives these guidelines for 
making perfect coffee: @ Use high- 
quality coffee, preferably recently 
roasted and ground just before serv- 
ing. @ Always use the correct grind 
for the method. If your coffee is too 
bitter and muddy, the grind is too 
fine; if the brew lacks flavor, the 
grind is too coarse. @® Always use 
freshly drawn cold water. @ Never 
guess amounts. Use the correct pro- 
portion of coffee and water (two 
level tablespoons per six ounces of 
cold water for regular-strength cof- 
fee). If coffee is too strong or weak, 
change grind and/or blend, not pro- 
portion of coffee to water. @ Make 
sure the coffee maker is scrupulous- 
ly clean and rinsed. Coffee picks up 
off-flavors during the brewing proc- 
ess. ® For best results, always brew 
at least three-fourths of the coffee 
maker’s capacity. @ Never guess 
when timing. ® Remove the grounds

from the brew as soon as the brew- 
ing cycle is completed to prevent 
bitterness. Never rewet grounds.

(With 
drip methods, stir the brew just be- 
fore serving.) @ If coffee must be 
kept warm, hold it at 180° to 190°F. 
Brewed coffee stays palatable for 20 minutes, 
drinkable for one hour maximum. @ Never 
reheat coffee; never allow the brew 
to boil; its flavor turns bitter. 

The world’s second popular 
breakfast drink is tea, made from 
plants indigenous to Southeast Asia. 
The earliest reference to tea drinking 
appears in a 350 a.p. Chinese dictio- 
nary, but it wasn’t until the 18th 
century that tea supplanted coffee as 
the English drink. 

All teas fall into three categories, 
based on methods of processing the 
tea leaf: black teas (which are fer- 
mented); green teas (unfermented); 
and oolong teas (semi-fermented). 
All may be made from the leaves of 
the same tea bush or variety of 
plant, but geographic areas typically 
specialize in a category. Teas may be 
flavored with citrus or spices such as 
cinnamon, or scented with flower 
blossoms, but today’s popular herb 
teas, such as peppermint and chamo- 
mile, are not true teas. 

When making tea, the cardinal 
rule is: The teapot should be rinsed 
with warm water, then one teaspoon 
of leaves added for each cup and one 
for the pot. Bring six ounces of cold 
water for each cup to a roaring boil 
and immediately pour it on the leaves 
in the teapot. Put the lid on and let 
the tea brew. The time depends on 
the type of tea and how strong you 
like it, but from three to six minutes 
is optimum. For most teas, five is 
perfect. Stir, pour—and enjoy.

much more attractive. A bottle of 
Champagne looks particularly dra- 
matic in an ornate Sheffield wine 
cooler. And a fine Bordeaux is never 
more impressive than when served 
from a Victorian “‘claret jug’ that’s 
made of cut crystal and silver.

In recent samplings of Chiantis, I 
found eleven fine examples, all Chi- 
anti Classicos. 

When young, Chianti is one of the 
world’s most appealing wines: a 
light-bodied red with a grapey, fra- 
grant aroma; piquant, appetizing fla- 
vor; and a dry finish—a style that 
complements a wide variety of 
lighter foods. I’ve particularly en- 
joyed three 1979s—Fattoria di Vitic- 
cio (about $4.25), Monte Vertine 
(about $6.50) and Olivieri Palazzo al 
Bosco (about $4.75)—-and the 1977 
Saccardi (about $4). 

Chianti Riservas are aged a mini- 
mum of three years before release 
and trade the freshness and enticing 
quality of young Chianti for deeper, 
more substantial character—notably 
a pungent bouquet and a rich, lin- 
gering flavor.
